Mr. Marples 
called for more one-way streets, more 
off-street parking facilities, effective 
segregation of pedestrian and motor-car, 
and positive planning over large areas 
rather than negative planning over small 
areas.

High Building 


IN THE SPHERE of building, nothing has been more 
remarkable in recent years than the change of public and 
professional opinion on the question of height. When, in 
the early ‘twenties, the late Gordon Selfridge proposed 
to erect a high tower at his Oxford Street store, public 
opinion was so hostile that the project had to be hastily 
abandoned. In those days the lowness of the London 
skyline was considered a virtue to be carefully preserved. 
Queen Anne’s Mansions were regularly cited as a dreadful 
warning. Only churches and buildings of civic or some 
public importance, it was held, could be allowed to exceed 
that ‘ 80 ft. to the cornice with two storeys in the roof’ 
statutory limitation, which itself was thought, often 
rightly, to be too high for many of the narrow streets in 
which it was permitted. 

Only a few years ago there was a bitter controversy 
over the proposed fifteen storeys of Bucklersbury House. 
To-day, twenty-six storeys is an accomplished fact on the 
South Bank, and a building of thirty-one storeys on a site 
a little higher up the river is now rising on Millbank. With 
the scarcity and high cost of building sites and the 
increasing tendency towards comprehensive redevelop- 
ment we shall probably see higher buildings still in the 
near future. Are we fully prepared and equipped for this 
revolutionary change in building policy? 

On some points SIR THOMAS BENNETT, in the interesting 
paper which he gave at a meeting of the Royal Society 
of Arts last week (see page 1121), was not completely re- 
assuring. When buildings rise above 250 ft. in height, 
he said, the loads on the foundations of much of London's

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Dispute on the South Bank 


WHILST THE DEMARCATION COMMITTEE of the NFBTO 
appears to function with shy reticence, there is no doubt 
that since its formation two years ago it has performed 
a signal service both to the industry and the trades 
unions. The committee was established because there 
had been a number of disputes between unions affiliated 
to the NFBTO on ‘ who should fix which’ issues. Some 
of these were possibly unavoidable. It is not easy to 
criticise a defence organisation which acts on behalf of 
its members as it was designed to do. Yet there were 
several of these disputes involving long stoppages of work 
which appeared to be based on exceedingly trivial 
argument. 

Such incidents are roughly the industrial equivalent of 
a street brawl, and they serve to bring the unions a bad 
public Press. More, in one way or another they involve 
all engaged in building. The unions do not act in a 
vacuum: they are an integral and important part of the 
entire organisational structure of the industry: their 
policies and decisions often reflect the climate of relation- 
ships which, of course, is a shared responsibility. Most 
trades union leaders have a lively appreciation of this, 
and the industry is indebted to them for their wisdom 
in setting up standing machinery which can give prompt 
medical attention to self-inflicted wounds. 

However, before the demarcation committee can 
operate, it is necessary for a dispute to be referred to it 
by at least one of the unions so affected. The NFBTO, 
like the TUC, is a co-ordinating body not an organ of 
control. Thus the industry can still be afflicted by demar- 


cation disputes where the participants choose to fight it 
out. Fortunately there is less of this than formerly, and 
it seems that the prestige and authority of the committee 
is increasing. The whole question was implicit in the 
1959 ‘New Techniques’ conference and, in turn, is an 
insistent pressure towards the need for much closer inte- 
gration of the building unions; these must either struggle 
and grope their way towards this integration, or suffer 
inevitable decline. 

The dispute on the Shell South Bank development is 
out of the general run of jurisdictional conflict between 
craft and craft. Here we have a quarrel between the 
Plumbing Trades Union and the Heating and Domestic 
Engineers Union. The former is an affiliate of the 
NFBTO, the latter is not. The demarcation machinery is 
therefore not regarded as either neutral or appropriate 
by the HDEU. The two unions came within an ace of 
merging some years ago, and there can be no doubt that 
their respective memberships are so close in related craft 
skills as to render them mutually interchangeable. For 
this reason alone their divorce verges on the pathological. 
Neither has an advantage over the other in what the 
Army call ‘bloody mindedness’ but it is difficult to 
absolve the PTU entirely. This union has, we believe, 
consistently opposed the affiliation of the HDEU to the 
NFBTO. In so doing it has created conditions which 
make demarcation stoppages almost inevitable. 

On this situation, at least, the building unions have the 
plain responsibility to get the parties together and rescue 
them from the consequences of their own emotions. 


Notes of the Week 


The Barbican Project ; Colchester Gets a Borough Architect ; Survey

IN HIS EVIDENCE to the Oxford Roads 
Inquiry MR. E. G. CHANDLER, ARIBA, 
MTPI, city architect and planning officer, 
explained three schemes submitted by the 
Oxford City Council, of which the one 
including the adoption of Route 1 is 
favoured. In Mr. Chandler’s view the 
city’s main business and shopping streets 
and the main university area should be 
given the greatest possible relief from the 
traffic, by applying restrictions at certain 
points and forcing the traffic to use new 
roads to be provided. 

Scheme C includes part of the Coun- 
cil’s scheme, but in addition includes (a) 
a new road running northwards from 
Mac Fisheries’-corner to Gloucester- 
green, parallel with Cornmarket-street, 
referred to as the Bulwarks-road; (b) 
Walton-street widened from Gloucester- 
green to its junction with Little Claren- 
don-street, parallel with St. Giles’, called 
the New Walton-street; and (c) a new 
road to connect to the south end of the 
Woodstock and Banbury-roads, formed 
approximately on the line of Little 
Clarendon-street. 

It also includes a road running from 
the station in a north-easterly direction, 
across the top corner of Worcester Col- 
lege playing field to connect to the junc- 
tion at the west end of Little Clarendon- 
street with the north end of the New 
Walton-street (Worcester College-road). 
The scheme does not include that part 
of the Council’s scheme from the station 
to Woodstock-road. Apart from the 
Worcester College-road, this is the 
scheme which is personally favoured by 
the city architect, but he makes it clear, 
first, that the restrictions on the north 
end of St. Giles’ and on Magdalen Bridge 
form parts of the scheme and, second, 
that the Council, though allowing the 
scheme to come forward for examination, 
has not accepted this scheme. 

The divergence of views between the 
Council and the city architect arises from 
a difference in the amount of traffic relief 
to be provided; there are two different 
approaches to this problem, which must 
profoundly affect the resulting schemes 
for dealing with the problem. The two 
different approaches may be defined 
broadly as the traffic and amenity 
approaches. 

Advocates of the traffic approach be- 
lieve that the problem is primarily a 
trafic problem and that sufficient relief 
can be achieved by constructing addi- 
tional roads in positions likely to take 
some, if not a good deal, of the traffic 
out of the central area, but leaving all 
existing streets available for traffic if it 
chooses to use them. This system would 
keep all existing roads in use for traffic 
and add new suitable roads to improve 
traffic conditions, with a view to keeping 
the traffic flowing smoothly and avoiding 
traffic jams. 

Mr. Chandler rejects the traffic ap- 
proach as out-dated and unworthy of a 
city like Oxford. He considers that no

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relief roads in reasonable contemplation 
in and around Oxford will restore condi- 
tions to a sufficiently civilised level as 
long as existing roads are left freely avail- 
able for traffic to use as it wishes and 
that, particularly as traffic increases, some 
of the traffic using the relief roads will 
tend to flow back along the old routes. 

Implicit in the amenity approach is the 
creation of a central precinct. The 
proper solution, therefore, is to define a 
central precinct in which traffic is reduced 
to the absolute minimum necessary for 
servicing the buildings in that area 
(traffic includes parked traffic) and at the 
same time to reduce, when possible, the 
traffic generating elements within the pre- 
cinct. All roads within the precinct 
should be restored to their function as 
service roads for the buildings and uses 
around them. 


Pedestrian Needs Dominant 


Without colossal redevelopment, which 
is not in contemplation, this could not be 
a completely pedestrian precinct, since 
the buildings in the precinct have to be 
serviced, but it would be an area where 
pedestrian needs are dominant and an 
area which would be rescued from the 
tyranny of the motor vehicle and re- 
turned to the pedestrian. 

To produce the precinct it is necessary 
to provide alternative roads around the 
precinct, which in this context cease to 
be relief roads and are, as Dr. Sharp and 
the late Mr. A. H. Smith have said, more 
appropriately called substitute roads. 
These substitute roads replace existing 
roads, which are abandoned as through 
traffic routes by preventing the passage

of certain traffic across them at defined 
points by applying restrictions. 

The first two priorities for inclusion in 
the precinct must, first, be the collection 
of buildings and streets forming the 
superb central townscape of the city, and 
containing the majority of the university 
and college buildings as well as many 
other buildings, and, second, the city’s 
main shopping and business streets. To 
this area should be added the university 
science area and, if possible, the green 
setting formed by the university parks 
and Christ Church Meadow. 

The second matter for consideration 
again is the traffic generation in the cen- 
tral area brought out by the traffic sur- 
vey. Examination shows, as would be 
expected in view of the buildings and 
uses in this zone, that Zone 1 generates 
by far the greatest amount of traffic; in 
fact almost as much as the remaining 
zones—2, 3, 4, 5 and 6—in total. Un 
fortunately, it appears that the traffic of 
Zone 1 will go up rather than down in 
the future—even though the Council may 
exercise the most rigid planning controls 
in and around the area. From this 
examination it would seem to be impor 
tant for any substitute road to be pro 
vided to pass as Zone 1 as 
possible. 

Further, in laying down the substitute 
roads for the creation of the precinct, it 
is desirable to take into account that 
restrictions to be imposed on existing 
streets must be limited in number and 
easily administered. The greater number 
of restrictions applied the more the un- 
restricted roads entering the precinct to

The overall 
dimensions on plan are about 209 ft. 
by 129 ft. The ramp is 56 ft. wide. 
At the centre of the building are two 
lifts and two staircases by means of 
which the drivers of the cars travel 
to and from the ground floor. 

The main aim in the design has 
been to achieve increased parking 
efficiency, i.e., to reduce the ratio 
between the space allowed for park-

ing one car and the total deck area. 
As a comparison, taking 16 ft. x 8 ft. 
as the unit car parking space and 
20 ft. as the road width, a scheme in 
which the cars were parked at 60 
deg. to the centre line of the road 
would require 18 ft. to be allowed 
for the overall length of a car, result- 
ing in an efficiency of 60 per cent. 
With cars parked at 45 deg. the 
efficiency would drop to 514 per cent. 
Where cars are parked at right angles 
to the road the efficiency is 614 per 
cent. If it is possible to double bank 
the efficiency goes up to 76 per cent, 
but this would involve attendant 
parking which is

are related to the floor area con- 
structed, the higher the efficiency 
attained the the overall 
economy. 

The oval plan of the Bristol car 
park arises from the premise that a

Straight roadway with parking at 


right angles provides the most 
efficient layout, The overall width 
between balustrades is 56 ft. and this 
allows a central roadway of 24 ft., 
with two parking spaces of 16 ft. on 
either side. The whole deck has 
been tilted towards the inner well so 
that drainage points can be provided 
there and downpipes fitted to the 
walls of the lift well. This tilting 
has produced a camber at the circular 
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ends in the correct direction, but has 
a possible disadvantage in wetting 
the whole roadway when the rain 
blows in from the outside. The 
gradient in the longitudinal direction 
is 1 in 32 on the straight and at the 
outside of the curve is about | in 60. 

The ramp is supported by columns 
1 ft. x 2 ft. in cross section at about 
16 ft. centres in the direction of the 
ramp and in pairs at 32 ft. centres 
across the ramp. Transverse beams 
support the floor slab between the 
columns and cantilever 11 ft. beyond 
them on both sides of the ramp. 
Beams in the direction of the ramp 
are provided only at the inner line 
of columns at the ends of the build- 
ing. 

The total parking capacity is 540 
cars. Motorists can drive to the top 
deck, lock their cars and return by 
passenger lifts to street level in under 
five minutes. Charges are from Is. 
for two hours to 6s. for 24 hours, 
or £1 a week from 8 a.m. to 8 p.m. 
on week-days. 

The ground floor has two petrol 
stations, a workshop and_ show- 
rooms, one of which contains a turn- 
table for cars. The overall cost of 
the buildings, showrooms, etc., was 
approximately £200,000. The con- 
struction period was from December, 
1959, to October, 1960.

Architects as Chief LA Officers ; 
a ‘Registered Surveyor’ ?; 


sir,—Whilst one can understand the 
reluctance of the RIBA to comment in 
other than general terms upon the letter 
which the Institution of Municipal 
Engineers has addressed to certain Town 
Clerks (reproduced in ‘ The Builder’ of 
December 2), the facts are so distorted 
that they cannot be allowed to pass 
unchallenged. 

The Institution freely acknowledge 
that local authorities should employ the 
services of architects, as practically all 
of them are doing, and agrees that 
undoubtedly the best method from the 
point of view of economic and efficient 
local administration is the single depart- 
ment co-ordinating and carrying out all 
building activities, including their engin 
eering, architectural and planning 
aspects, controlled by one chief officer 
with assistants who are qualified in the 
various branches of the work to be 
carried out. 

This is precisely the view of the City 
and Borough Architects Society which 
has been successfully campaigning for the 
past twelve years for the establishment 
of such departments. But unlike the 
Institution, we architects claim with a 
logic that is beyond challenge that the 
chief officer responsible for co-ordinating 
and carrying out building activities must 
be the architect, the recognised leader of 
the building team, not the municipal 
engineer whose talents lie in other direc- 
tions. 

The whole case put forward by the 
Secretary to the Institution rests on a 
fallacy arising out of the application of 
the title ‘engineer.’ Unlike ‘ architect,’ 
which has a statutory significance. 
‘engineer’ can be applied to the designer 
of some mammoth civil engineering 
undertaking or to the man who oils the 
engine on a local ferry boat, and it is 
wise and usual to include a qualifying 
prefix. The engineering content of build- 
ing work on which the Institution’s letter 
puts such stress is certainly not munici- 
pal engineering; it is more _ properly 
defined as building engineering—which 
comprises the professions of structural, 
electrical, heating and ventilating engin- 
eering, 

These are the professions which nor 
mally work in association with the 
architect and under his leadership in all 
building projects, public or private. It 
is therefore right and proper for these 
specialists to work as members of the 
building team in the architect’s depart- 
ment. 

Viewed in this light the references in 
the Institution’s letter to the amount of 
building work which is still carried out 
under the nominal direction of municipal 
engineers merely serve to emphasise the 
extent of the wrongs which in the public 
interest should be righted. 

The reluctance of the municipal 
engineers concerned to lose the larger 
and more interesting part of their present

responsibilities is understandable, but 
only the most unreasonable could deny 
the logic and justice of the architect's 
claim. The fallacious arguments now 
advanced will do nothing to stem the 
progress of the enlightenment of munici- 
pal authorities which originated in these 
parts nearly 60 years ago, Manchester, 
Bradford and Hull having established the 
first City Architect’s Departments in 
1901.

Compressed Quantities 

sir,—It was indeed refreshing to read a 
comment from the building side on the 
question of shortening the SMM, for too 
much of the correspondence, in your 
columns, on this subject is from the other 
side. I am always amazed that the 
builders are much too busy to point out 
that they also have an interest in the 
Method which is in fact the product of a 
joint committee. 

Your correspondent, Mr. C. H. John 
son (‘ The Builder,’ December 2), rightly 
points out that the estimator cannot have 
too much information. When the archi- 
tect has probably lived with a job for 
some 18 months, giving the quantity sur- 
veyor seven weeks to digest the require 
ments and produce the bill, why should 
the builder be asked to assess in three 
weeks all the financial and other obliga- 
tions with as little information as pos- 
sible? 

I was however disappointed to note that 
Mr. Johnson is one of those who would 
like the bill to do other jobs. If a bill 
of quantities is to be prepared to suit 
apart from obtaining the estimate—the

progress planner; the materials buyer; the 
bonus clerk; the monthly valuer; the ele- 
mental cost planner; the annotator; the 
mechanised biller; the architectural de- 
tailer—all who find the bill useful at 
times—then the bill of quantities will 
become just ‘ another useful gadget ’ doing 
a score of jobs fairly well but doing none 
of them properly. 

It is not really necessary to make the 
original dimensions a contract document, 
for enlightened quantity surveyors are 
always willing to show them when the 
need arises. How better can the builder 
quickly learn about his new building job 
than by taking off his own quantities to 
suit his own particular requirements? 

The quantity surveyor can of course do 
all the odd jobs necessary to save others 
the trouble—but as yet no scale of fees 
exists which suggest how, or that, he 
must be paid for his trouble.

sir,—As I have always understood that 
bills of quantities are prepared for the 
purpose of obtaining builders’ estimates, 
perhaps you would be interested in the 
views of another estimator. 

My firm is often invited to submit a 
tender for works where there are no 
quantities, sometimes with the suggestion 
added that its preparation need not take 
us long. In this, we are paid the com 
pliment of being already expert in so- 
called compressed quantities. Personally, 
I consider that the omission of many 
dimensions now booked is too risky, and 
I am not a bit impressed by simplifications 
at early stages which lead only to com 
plications in pricing later on. 

After he has finished with a good bill, 
the estimator can usually picture every 
feature of the works affecting price 
before reference to the drawings, and he 
never thinks of the surveyor who made 
it as begrudging any time spent in con- 
veying that picture so ably to himself and 
to the six to twelve others involved. 
Myself, I am grateful for every single 
space left for me in the bill to insert a 
price or not. This gives my firm the 
chance to submit the lowest tender with- 
out too much risk. 

Is there not a further aspect to the 
matter? As every estimator knows. bills 
sometimes arrive bearing only a general 
resemblance to the principles of the Stan- 
dard Method; it being assumed I suppose 
that we enjoy following our own clues as 
to what is missing. Neither can such in- 
vitations to tender be ruthlessly declined 
when bad bills happen to be for good 
clients or when good builders need work. 
To me, the danger is apparent in accept- 
ing contractions in the rules for measure- 
ment of making it seem far easier for still 
more unqualified persons attempting to 
make up sets of bills. 

Are not the reformers once again wide 
of the mark? There is already licence 
for the surveyor to depart from the rules 
in individual cases so long as he makes 
his intentions clear and does not make 
more work for us. 

As with other industries, we must pay 
for the single expert who labours to 
simplify the work of many. When we do 
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get our standard bill form, it will con 
sist of very many items but each simple 
and straightforward in itself so that, com 
bined in innumerable ways, every kind of 
work can be dealt with. There will be 
absolutely no room for those horrible 
omnibus descriptions that an estimator 
puts aside for as long as he can, finally 
to sort and from which to build up 
rates; these being no earthly use for any 
thing else afterwards. 

We already have calculators available 
which few make full use of and elec 
tronic types will follow. Then, the time 
involved in dealing with a few dozen addi 
tional items will be measurable only in 
milliseconds.

What is a ‘ Registered Surveyor ?’ 


sir,—Might I comment on the two letters 
arising from my for information 
about registered surveyors which appear 
in your issue dated December 9?

The two 
latter facts do indeed put us on a pedestal 
and I have not the slightest intention of 
playing down that position. I do not for 
get that we have members admitted 
purely on practice qualifications but the 
last general influx of those was prior to 
the amalgamation of the Surveyors Insti 
tution and the Quantity Surveyors’ Asso 
ciation in 1921, and any admitted 
are people of high standing in the profes 
sion The House of Commons and the 
House of Lords have long been of the 
opinion which I put forward recently 
because the President of the Royal Insti 
tution of Chartered Surveyors is cited in 
over thirty different statutes of the 
United Kingdom. I do not like having 
to labour these points because it savours 
of boasting, but as they do not seem to be 
appreciated by a large number of people 
I trust that I will be excused on this 
occasion.

*Labour Only’ Sub-Contract Agreement 
SIR,—The interesting comments published 
in ‘ The Builder’ of December 9 on the 
Eastern Federation's recently issued 
labour only sub-contract agreement under- 
line the problem which confronts anyone 
trying to draft a brief and simple form 
of building contract, viz. how much can, 


with safety, be left out. Your legal cor 
respondent’s suggestions for amplification 
illustrate this, and I could certainly add 
which we considered and

The requirement of this form was that 
it should be in terms readily understood, 
confined to essentials, fair to both parties, 
one sheet of paper. We 
ivoid emulating the

and limited to 
sought at all costs to 
ten pages of conditions of the Standard 
Form of Sub-Contract which is incompre- 
hensible to many and positively intimi 
dating to a ‘ labour-only’ sub-contractor 
who would, in our opinion, clearly refuse 
to sign. Our form was devised to meet 
certain specific needs arising from exten- 
sive experience of the difficulties inherent 
in this type of work, which is clearly 
defined at the outset and confined to new 
work (c.f. the fire provision). 
Your legal correspondent refers to one 
important point damage to 


risk

other than the sub-contract works. Our 
clause 3 requires an indemnity to the main 
contractor for loss or damage due to the 
sub-contractor’s negligence, etc. Clause 
4 goes on to require adequate employers’ 
and public liability insurance, and we 
would normally expect the prudent main 
contractor to check up on the extent of 
the third party cover and the amount of 
the indemnity. As for the difference 
between the ‘terms’ and * conditions’ of 
a contract, I leave it to the lawyers to 
argue out. The intention of Clause 2 is 
abundantly clear. 

I am surprised that your legal corres 
pondent did not refer to the absence of 
an Arbitration clause, which opens up for

THE AGE OF CHARLES II was neces- 
part of a great reaction against 
puritan severity. Its richness and extra- 
vagance often cloying to 
accustomed to the spare forms of modern 
art; the richness may seem ridiculous and 
the extravagance a bore. But the task 
of re-understanding is vital, and a new 
sympathy with this art that is generous 
and, above all, of superb quality, will 
affect the development of our own.

This is a guide 
through the reign of the second Charles, 
illustrating its aspects with paintings and 
silver, tapestries and 
face of the King is 
splendidly by Sir Peter 
Lely and magnificence of his robes 
is accentuated in the flat, decorative 
of Wright's painting. John 
himself represented by Kneller’s 

portraits, complained _ that 
painters ‘seldom arrive to any 
excellency in the art than face 
[The very number of Lely’s 
society portraits, those of 
women, has led to their frequent dismissal 
as stereotyped, and one is inclined to pass 
by the lovely blond colours, the sensitive 
feeling for surface and volumes, the shape 
of a necklace of fat round beads beneath 
an indolent However, in Lely’s 
pictures there is little to be learnt of the 
characters of his subjects (though an 
exception is ‘Sir William Temple’) and 
t is in the work of his successor as 
England’s foremost ‘face-painter’ Sir 
Godfrey Kneller, that the great men of 
the age are best revealed as personalities. 
Austere, yet vigorous, his portrait of 
Isaac Newton hangs near that of Sir 
Christopher Wren by Closterman in 
Gallery V, which represents Science in 
Restoration England. Here can be seen 
the exquisite paraphernalia of scientific 
experiment and discovery, Newton’s own 
telescope, astronomical instruments, 
globes and sundials. One remembers that 
Charles, pleasure-loving and merry- 
making, also founded the Royal Society.

Animal Drawings 


The precision so implicit in these 
objects of science is expressed again in 
many animal drawings by Francis Barlow. 
Barlow’s studies, like those of Diirer in 
the 16th century, are both inquisitive and 
loving, though they seem in comparison 
strangely primitive. These—and drawings 
by Lely, the van de Veldes and Wences 
laus Hollar—are gathered in the small 
south room, a particular delight for those 
who prefer the ‘ spontaneity’ of a sketch 
to the polished brilliance of a finished 
picture. Finally, the exhibition includes 
the miniatures of Samuel Cooper 

perfect in detail and purity of colour. 
Five uncompleted sketches are especially 
attractive, where the first free-drawn 
lines are still visible about the smooth 
gem of the face. Within the tiny bounds 
of its oval a miniature can never attain 
the opulence which is so often oppressive

RCA Textiles Design 


THE run of short, ‘snap’ design exhibi- 
tions on London pitches tends lately to 
increase. It is difficult if not impossible 
to note them all in time for readers of 
weekly newspapers to see them, if other 
wise unpublicised. This seems both a 
pity and a puzzle. This hardly applies to 
the RCA School of Textile Design’s show 
at Celanese House, Hanover-square, which 
closes today (December 16) after a 9-day 
run, since its acknowledgements of 
industry's help probably include the loan 
of space: but opportunity is taken to 
make the point, since Press and showing 
dates sometimes seem arbitrarily chosen. 

The exhibition includes a considerable 
proportion of furnishing as well as dress 
fabrics which would have interested 
architects: I lump the two together, as it 
is intriguing to notice, these days, a faint 
return of the dear, dead when 
furniture seemed to wear dress fabrics, 
and its designers to go about in upholstery 
and curtaining. This may partly be 
because of some re-shuffling of the egz- 
chicken sequence latterly. One suspects, 
for instance, that some ‘Italian’ fabric 
designs, probably originally inspired by 
the indomitable Liberty's re-exported and 
now well established, were inspired by 
such art schools as the RCA, which were 
in turn inspired by Liberty’s—and so on 
back to one’s nouveau-arty boyhood 
among the palaeolithic Cornish colonists, 
who painted part-time in Italy and 
shopped at Liberty’s on the way! 

But it’s all engagingly funny and 
fashionable—and mostly excellent, con- 
sidering the notably keener competition 
of the commercial product. Particularly 
good I thought Rasma Grava and Susan 
Blackman’s glittery essays on the ‘ Gold 
Wall’: Janet Taylor’s lush gold-powdered, 
striped ‘sacking’; Barbara Bennett and 
Natalie Behr’s fine italic stripes; Keith 
Bell’s off-white, this-side-folksy horizon- 
tal-ribbed woollen: Nicola Wood and 
Sheila Chalmers’s rich, subdued dress 
fabrics: the two James’ (Varney and 
Morgan) tablecloths: and vivid.

Popular Plastics 
THE TROUBLE with plastics is precocity: 
they have been taught too many parlour- 
tricks too young, and the result is the 
wrong sort of variety. It is unfortunate, 
for instance, that a rather average per- 
formance by one of the bigger boys should 
closely follow an obbligato, con brio by 


a small but brilliant group at the Portal 
Gallery. In writing about the latter here, 
I compared the fresh approach of ‘ Danad 
design’ with the average product of the 
British plastics industry as a whole. Lest 
what follows should seem to concentrate 
on one section of it, I venture the remin- 
der. 

Recently ICI (Hyde) Ltd. displayed in 
Bryanston-street some new decorative 
plastics. These included Mural ‘ Vynide’ 

a self-explanatory development of 
coated fabric already having various 
furnishing uses: ‘ Vynalast ’—for lamina 
tion to non-metallic, and *‘Novon’ Ten 
to metallic, surfaces; and ‘ Novon’ 504 
specially developed for vacuum forming, 
and the most interesting, I thought. 
Claims as to performance one took on 
trust, though rather shaken to read in 
the handout that one of the first range 
had been ‘ recently acclaimed the “ Design 
of the Year” by the Council of Indus 
trial Design,’ since if (as one suspects) 
‘the’ should read ‘a’ there is a dif 
ference that should not have escaped a 
concern of such rectitude. In the general 
standard of design, however, a similar 
disregard for niceties and subtler shades 
seems disappointingly evident. 

ICI may well reply that they aim at a 
‘popular’ market: but it can hardly have 
escaped a concern of such ramification 
that that adjective now simply means 
what made the pace up to fifteen years 
ago, and one expects ICI to be quicker off 
the mark. I repeat, the result is no worse, 
or better, than average. But this seems 
a waste of resources, and considering the 
academic and professional qualifications 
commonly demanded, and presumably 
obtained by Big Business for even its 
junior executives (judged by recruiting 
advertisements) it seems odd that they 
are either not forthcoming, or are not 
fully extended, in the case of staff 
designers. The former can hardly apply 
to ICI, in view of close links with the 
CoID, and one can only surmise that 
designers are not freely given their heads. 

Need for Good Manners 


Designers are not, in my experience, 
either social or intellectual snobs, having 
to cater for people as they are. It is 
therefore with some embarrassment that 
I make a point which most of them 
might hesitate to mention, at least in 
public. It is that the equivalent, in the 
arts, of academic and professional distinc- 
tion, of presentable manners and articu- 
late speech are now quite as readily 
available in the labour-market as are more 
conventional desiderata—often plus a 
liveliness and capacity for leadership in 
ideas which may perhaps escape the 
average personnel manager. 

It seems unlikely that ICI are not 
aware of this, and that their designers 
are not capable of raising their sights to 
the standard of their products, prestige 
and publicity. What seems needful, 
therefore, in the interests of status and 
respectability, is a consistent design 
policy pervading the whole—a ‘house 
style’ making no compromises with 
‘popularity’ or mass-markets—perhaps 
with ‘ house colours’ for the first designer 
to get his head in front!

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Stockholm’s New Satellite Suburb 


Comprehensive and Traffic-free Planning at Farsta City 


OVER THE LAST half century the popula- 
tion of Stockholm has trebled itself and 
it is fast becoming a city of one million 
inhabitants. Many new suburbs have 
been developed during the past ten years 
and the planners have been at pains not 
to allow them to become mere ‘ dormi- 
tories’ from which the inhabitants must 
travel long distances to work, to shops, 
and to places of entertainment. It is 
impossible, however, for each individual 
suburb to support large enterprises and 
shopping centres. Simultaneously with 
decentralisation, therefore, a certain 
centralisation to a few special areas in 
a wider region had to be planned. 

This development, helped by the natural 
topography, has caused Stockholm to dis- 
integrate into three main parts—Inner- 
staden (the Inner Town), Vasterort (the 
Western Town) and Séderort (the 
Southern Town). Norrmalm is the shop- 
ping and cultural centre for the people 
of Stockholm and the western suburbs 
have a common main centre at V4llingby. 
The most recent development, Farsta, is 
emerging as the chief centre for the 
south. When completed it will have a 
population of about 35,000 and its shop- 
ping and cultural amenities will serve not 
only the people of the immediate 
neighbourhood, but also large sections of 
the surrounding areas. 

Farsta will form the heart of the 
southern suburbs providing comfortable 
and convenient surroundings with a shop- 
ping precinct, places of business, culture 
and amusements within easy reach of the 
various residential precincts in the area. 

The project was commissioned by the 


Stockholm City Council in 1956 and the 
architects are Sven Backstrém and Leif 
Reinius. They were given the task to 
create a new dwelling and shopping 
centre with its own distinct character. 
Work began in July, 1958, and is expected 
to be completed during 1961. Construc- 
tion is being carried out by six building 
contractors who have formed a company, 
Farsta City Inc. These are Bygg-Oleba- 
Olle Engkvist AB, John Mattson Bygg- 
nads AB, Nya Asfalt AB, Byggnads AB 
Projektor, AB Skanska Cementgjuteriet, 
and Svenska Industri AB SIAB. 

Farsta City is situated between Lakes 
Drevviken and Magelungen, about one 
and a half miles south of Stockholm. It 
lies close to one of the main arteries, the 
State Railway’s Nynasline, and is at the 
terminus of the Stockholm Under- 
ground. 

The long narrow market place in front 
of the Underground railway station is 
about 185 yd. long and varies in width 
from 22 to 44 yd. It forms an oasis with 
fountains, trees and flower-borders, com- 
pletely free from vehicular traffic. On 
the right are two large department stores, 
and between them a complex with all 
kinds of shops and a municipal library 
on the first floor. Places of amusement 
are located in the long building at the 
far end of the market place. They in 
clude a cinema, a theatre, a community 
hall and a youth centre. The angular 
building adjacent to the railway station 
houses bank and business premises on 
one side, and a Baptist chapel on the 
other. A site has been reserved for a 
State church and parochial hall near the 


entrance to the market place. Between 
all these buildings run narrow shopping 
streets free from motor-cars and pro- 
tected from the snow by pent-roofs. 

On the right are buildings housing a 
restaurant, a large department store, and, 
close to the station, two banks, a post 
office, a chemist shop, a wine and spirits 
depot, and a children’s nursery. On the 
first floor the medical and public dental 
services have their premises. A 7-storey 
office block houses State functions and 
departments. On each side of the centre 
total parking space for about 2,000 cars 
has been provided, and close to it are 
petrol and service stations. A space below 
street level has been divided into 2 
storeys, the top consisting of warehouses 
served by roads to carry goods to and 
from the shops, and the bottom contain- 
ing a garage for 200 cars. 

About ten thousand dwellings of dif- 
ferent kinds have been planned. Near 
the station and the centre, where building 
is most dense, high blocks of flats 
dominate. Farther out they are inter- 
spersed with low, point blocks, star 
blocks, and narrow 3-storey blocks. In 
the outskirts there will be terraced and 
chain houses and a number of detached 
cottages. 

Some garages are provided on the 
ground floor of the blocks of flats, and 
in addition large roofed parks with plugs 
for electric heaters are being constructed. 
At least one car for every six people has 
been estimated, and petrol and service 
stations are being provided in proportion. 

There will be five permanent compre- 
hensive schools and one higher secondary

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A large department store in the market 
school. A technical school is also planned. 
Five playgrounds are planned which will 
be supervised by * game leaders’ and a 
further ten smaller grounds without 
leaders will be spread over a wider area. 
Children will be provided with four or 
five playing fields in addition to the sports 
grounds in connection with the school 
buildings themselves. 

The greater part of Farsta will be 
heated from a central plant in the atomic 
power heating station at Lake Agestasjon 
which will begin operations in 1962. 
Until then a conventional heating plant 
will be used which will later be main- 
tained as a reserve station. 

In addition to the employment provided 


by industry, commerce. hospitals, schools 
and social services, certain administrative 
bodies and private offices will be located 


in the area. The office premises com- 
prise 30,000 sq. yd. A special area in 
the north-eastern part of the estate has 
been reserved for industrial plants. It 
comprises 300,000 sq. yd. and 
extends as far as the railway to Nynas 
hamn.

20.—The Domestic Revolution 


IN MY FAR-OFF SCHOOLDAYS, I seem to re- 
member thinking of the Industrial 
Revolution as one of the most momen- 
tous events of history. It was sufficiently 
near in time to excite my boyish imagina- 
tion with thoughts of those early days in 
the factories and of the first railways, and 
whereas I felt I had never stood a chance 
of being in at some of the epic events like 
the Wars of the Roses or sailing in the 
Mayflower, here was something which in 
my north country home seemed like a 
very near miss for me and my contem 
poraries. 

Reflecting on these youthful impres 
sions of history, it occurs to me that I 
and many others who have experienced 
the horrors and devastations of two wars 
have at least had the luck to live through 
a social revolution equally as history- 
worthy as the awesome Industrial Revolu- 
tion of my school books. The Domestic 
Revolution of the twentieth century must 
surely hold its own for force of impact 
on the social scene with all the miracles 
of science which the social historians of 
our time will have to chronicle. 


We are well aware of the tremendous 
change in our domestic scene, but so 
obsessed are we in keeping up with latest 
thing in house-warming or dish-washing 
that I believe few of us stop to think on 
how these things were done only a few 
short years ago. I use a good deal of 
space in these columns commenting on the 
vanishing crafts of the building trade, and

Place of Carving in Present-day Building 


Mr. Romilly Craze’s Views 


REGRET that one saw so little carved 
ornamentation applied to modern build 
ings as compared with buildings of what 
he chose to call ‘ the good old days’ was 
expressed by MR, ROMILLY, CRAZE, FRIBA, 
in an address given to the annual luncheon 
of the Master Carvers’ Association in the 
St. Ermin’s Hotel, SW, on December 12. 

‘This omission,’ said Mr. Craze, ‘ must 
be due mainly to two factors—first, cost, 
and second, because the old types of 
ornamentation do not lend themselves to 
modern methods of construction and 
design. 

‘Fortunately fashions change, and in 
the not too distant future the architect 
will begin to realise the need for the 
application of a permanent form of 
decoration by introducing carved work 
into his elevations.’ Mr. Craze gave a 
warning that we should never return to 
the traditional styles of architectural 
design but in time a new style would be 
evolved from present-day designs which 
so often were of an experimental nature 

the result of architects seeking for a 
new expression. 


Bringing Back the Master Carver 


How might the work of the master 
carver be brought into line with present 


day requirements ? It seemed to him (said 
the speaker) that the method of orna- 
mentation used in such ancient kingdoms 
as Egypt was eminently suitable for many 
present-day buildings. There the carving 
was frequently recessed and modelled 
below the face of the stone which formed 
the ground, the highest parts of the carv- 
ing being flush with the ground and the 
sinking being very slight. That method 
was especially suitable for structural 
features such as columns or piers where 
their outlines must be preserved intact. 
Sometimes there was little or no model- 
ling below the surface, and the contours 
of the figures and other subject matter 
were merely indicated by incised line. 
Mr. Craze concluded by suggesting that 
the Association should do more to bring 
its work to the notice of architects and 
building owners, perhaps by issuing 
periodically a pamphlet for circulation 
among the professional and building 
schools and among practising architects. 
Mr. Craze had been introduced by the 
hon. secretary, MR. PETER MORTON, who 
paid tribute to his work for architectural 
education and for architecture itself, and 
MR.

‘IF WE LOOK BACK ARCHITECTURALLY to 
Dick Whittington and his cat, we shall 
go architecturally to the dogs.’

RIBA Form of Contract 
Conclusiveness of Final Certificate

Tall Buildings

OFFICES, HOSPITALS AND CERTAIN OTHER 
ryPes of buildings tend to divide them- 
selves into plans which produce external 
light and ventilation to all rooms or parts 
of the plan, and those which expect arti- 
ficial light and artificial ventilation as a 
normal working condition. In hot and 
cold climates a substantial portion of 
each year produces intolerable working 
conditions, and in these cases efficiency 
demands exclusion of the external air 
and artificial working conditions as a 
normal accompaniment of efficiency. In 
a temperate climate like England, 
pleasant conditions of working can be 
anticipated for many months, and in cer- 
tain years for almost the whole twelve 
months. England therefore tends to plan 
on thin plans with external light and ven- 
tilation, and to regard air-conditioning 
as a semi-luxury. America, Canada, 


Australia and many other countries are 
faced with the necessity for artificial ven- 
tilation and consider the thick plan much 
more economic, and believe that in other 
ways it leads to greater efficiency. 


Problems Arising From Lift Banks 


In buildings tall enough to require two, 
three or more lift banks, there is the 
complication of the large amount of 
space which such lift banks occupy on 
each floor, and the problems created 
where each lift bank terminates and 
where it is desirable to make full use of 
the space so released. The size of the 
building is also substantially affected by 
the proper relationship between the 
‘ waste’ spaces, i.e., lift banks, staircases, 
lift halls and ducts, and the percentage 
of useful space which the total area of 
each floor of the building brings into 
existence. The shape of the structure is 
very largely dictated by the way in which 
the vertical communications are intro- 
duced into the building. 

Since the lifts must rise substantially 
above the highest floor which they serve 
and become visible on the skyline in the 
form of towers, they become an impor- 
tant architectural factor on the exterior, 
where the building lends itself to a tower 
design and is enclosed in such architec- 
tural towers. But as they are often 
accompanied by the need for large plant 
rooms, substantial water storage and 
other essential provisions, the tower mav 
become equal to a floor or two floors of 
the building, and the combination of lifts 
and services thus very largely dictates the 
final shape of the top of the building. 

All high buildings create serious prob- 
lems of wind resistance. They also 
aggravate the extent to which rain and 
weather can penetrate if ample provision 
is not made for weather resistance. The 


From this we take the following 


structural design of the building of neces- 
sity affects the planning to a substantial 
extent. If the lift banks and the ducts 
are properly distributed through a rein- 
forced concrete building, they can do 
much to take up the wind stresses, and 
such solid portions of the building as 
Staircases can become main structural 
factors without the necessity of provid- 
ing for special structural walls which 
would otherwise affect the plan. In Eng- 
land the ends of the thin office plans have 
been frequently designed as solids with 
a small number of openings, and have 
thus become valuable means of resisting 
wind pressure in the least effective part 
of the structure. 

On many plans thick banks of services 
occur in the centre, and where lifts, lava- 
tories, escape staircases and ducts are 
collected in this manner they become 
valuable masses of reinforced concrete 
which go far to produce a stable build- 
ing in themselves, and have many advan- 
tages for this purpose. Some of them— 
indeed, many of them—have the disad- 
vantage of creating offices opening on to 
single-sided corridors and thus substan- 
tially lengthening the communications 
within the confines of each floor, and to 
this extent become wasteful plans. 


Architectural Needs and Unusual Shapes 


In England and in other countries there 
has been an increasing desire on the part 
of architects to carry light types of archi- 
tectural treatment on all four sides of 
the building, and in these cases, solid 
ends being unacceptable, the engineer can 
move wind-resisting membranes one bay 
forward from the ends of the building, 
and by forming unpierced or only slightly 
pierced reinforced concrete from top to 
bottom. obtain his wind resistance. 

In addition to the very practical con- 
siderations which dictate the provision of 
solid cores in the centres of high struc- 
tures for purely structural purposes, the 
shapes so produced have in many cases 
been accepted by the owners of famous 
buildings as having a highly distinctive 
and individual character which, by visual 
examination and by world-wide illustra- 
tion, have brought the names of the 
owners of these buildings into world-wide 
prominence. The coffin-shaped Pirelli 
building in Milan is universally known, 
and the name of Pirelli with it. Columbia 
Records built a circular building, clearly 
designed to indicate the shape of the pro- 
duct for which it is famous. The tower 
shapes with short projecting legs. three or 
four in number, triangular shapes with 
straight sides, and similar shapes with 
hollow sides, all indicate cases which, 
apart from cost and economy, can have 


special reasons for their basic design. 

Certain types of rectangular shapes with 
a core of the lifts and services, can be 
planned in such a way that the whole of 
the remainder of the building is canti- 
levered from this solid core, thus leaving 
the whole of the external walls free for 
the provision of windows, for light arti- 
ficial treatment, and free from the major 
confines of construction. 


Ventilation of Central Cores 


It is clear that in air-conditioned 
countries, when providing for the ventila- 
tion of these central cores (which con- 
tain the lifts, lift halls, escape staircases, 
lavatory accommodation, air ducts and 
service rooms, all embracing space which 
would be required wherever they may be 
placed), it is less wasteful to place them 
in the centre than elsewhere, as this will 
produce economies in the running of the 
services, in the sizes of the ducts needed 
and in the ease with which the air can be 
distributed to any portion of the peri- 
meter. 

It is a necessary accompaniment of this 
solid core that where the type of plan 
used in England is essentially of the con- 
tinuous corridor and the day-lighted office, 
the relatively wasteful plan and the great 
length of corridor system is inevitable. 
Since all the offices are approached by a 
corridor with offices on one side only, the 
total corridor length is approximately 
twice that of a building where offices are 
on each side of a central corridor. 


In America and Canada, to a large 
extent in Australia and in certain cases 
on the Continent of Europe, the thick 
office without corridors seems to be in- 
creasingly acceptable, and office adminis- 
tration in these countries accepts the fact 
that for a large part of the useful floor 
space the user walks directly from the 
lift lobbies to the used space without any 
intervening corridor. In these countries, 
because of air-conditioning and _ the 
acceptance of artificial light, a much 
greater depth of office can be therefore 
made into useful space. 

The depth in England is limited to 
20 ft. or even 18 ft., and in some cases 
less. America and many other countries 
will accept a depth of 40 ft. of office 
space and consider it all usable space. The 
method of administration affects the thin- 
ness of the space. since the advocates of 
thin offices declare that the occupants 
cannot work efficiently surrounded hy 
large numbers of other workers with tele- 
phones ringing in various directions and 
no privacy for interview for those used 
to having offices attached to wide open 
spaces. 

The advocates of thick offices consider 
that they cannot adequately supervise 
enclosed space, and that individual rooms 
with partitions al] round are questionable. 
Rearrangement is seriously hindered if 
each section is sub-divided into small 
units. In the basic design of a building 
the architect and the engineer between 
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them must produce a plan which takes 
into account the administrative principle 
of the office to be built, the administra- 
tive conditions, and the necessity, desir- 
ability or demand for artificial air- 
conditioning, the extent to which 
administration will accept working in 
artificial light permanently, and must join 
to this the acceptance, wherever required, 
of an enclosed space which has no external 
wall or window. 


Prestige Buildings 


There are certain considerations which 
override these factual conditions in the 
case of what have been called prestige 
buildings. Certain firms of international 
standing consider that their own head 
Office gains in distinction by being the 
tallest or amongst the tallest buildings, 
or so tall that it is outstanding in a large 
area amongst its neighbours, or is in the 
position near a river, park or another 
large open space where its distinctive 
shape can be seen for long distances. Such 
buildings are easily recognisable as the 
headquarters of a particular company, 
and their unique appearance is considered 
an asset. Clearly this distinction is less 
where there are already large numbers of 
tower-like buildings than in countries 
where they are relatively scarce. 

For many years in this country we built 
offices with an average height, floor to 
floor, of 10 ft. 3 in., but in recent years 
we have tended to reduce this to 10 ft. 
Broadly speaking, this provides an overall 
internal height floor to ceiling of 9 ft 
If, however, artificial ventilation is to be 
used throughout the building, it is 
extremely difficult to introduce it within 


these height limits, and it may well be 
desirable or even necessary to increase 
the floor to floor height to 10 ft. 6 in. 
or 11 ft. This consideration of the intro- 
duction of ducts, possibly after the build 
ing has been constructed, or partly con 
structed, places a premium on beamless 
floors and slab construction of some kind. 
This in turn brings out the consideration 
in principle of the choice of the construc- 
tion material as between steel and 
concrete. 

For many years, especially in England, 
a steel frame building was considered to 
be more straightforward, more simple to 
construct and more rapid in construction 
than reinforced concrete. Various 
methods of spine framing have produced 
beamless slabs, and this in turn has pro- 
duced problems at the heads of windows. 
Upstand beams may have to be used, and 
upstand beams themselves produce prob- 
lems. As buildings become taller the 
size of columns on the lower floors tends 
to become smaller in steel than those of 
reinforced concrete would be. On the 
other hand, the rigid London County 
Council requirements for solid casing of 
steel throughout the building clearly 
indicate the need for fresh study, since 
non-structural solid casing is uneconomic. 

Improvement in reinforced concrete 
technique on the part of the building 
contractor tends to emphasize the advan- 
tages of this material. The position of 
the columns on the inside of the building 
creates, on the inside, difficulties in the 
runs of heating and other services, and 
some attempts have been made to put 
this construction outside, so far without 


any great architectural success.

An unusual fea-

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When buildings rise above 250 ft. in 
height the loads on the foundations of 
much of London’s soil become excessive, 
and a means has to be found whereby the 
load can be spread or carried to a suffi 
cient depth to be safe. It is perhaps not 
unduly pessimistic to say that we have 
yet to be quite sure of the methods we 
are using at present of foundationing 
excessively high buildings on a depth of 
60 ft. or more; they have to be proved in 
practice over a series of years. We know 
that a great deal of the soil of London 
and other English cities is affected by 
weather conditions to a very considerable 
depth. 


Load by Friction 

Certain types of large-bore column 
foundations are supposed to pick up an 
appreciable amount of load by friction, 
and in the course of building it 
frequently happens that one part of an 
extensive building proceeds in advance of 
another, and there are therefore serious 
points of differential settlement which 
must be made good either by adjustable 
joints or by some other provision which 
will somehow permit the different stages 
of the building to settle satisfactorily to 
the same level without cracking. 

As long as we were using large 
amounts of structural steel, it was quite 
probable that some of the thermal move- 
ments which take place in modern build- 
ings were able to operate without damage 
to the structure, because the innumerable 
joints of the steel frame pick up frac- 
tional settlement without undue diffi- 
culty. But as soon as the tall building 
with an extensive span became a mono- 
lith, then temperature changes—both 
from solar heat and from the high tem 
peratures in winter in warm buildings, 
and the cold temperatures produced at 
night by thermostatic control—have a 
cumulative effect on the structure itself 
which requires special action. The intro- 
duction of expansion joints is regarded 
by most people as an inevitable necessity: 
and equally, most people, once they have 
introduced expansion joints, have sooner 
or later found trouble in keeping them 
water-tight, however elaborately they 
were planned and designed. 


Ground Floors and Basements 

As the the building is 
developed below the typical floor, the 
factors which I have enumerated and 
which govern the position of columns, of 
wind-resisting walls and partitions and 
the growing size of the columns them 
selves, lead to quite material complica- 
tions architecturally and otherwise in 
designing entrance halls, large open shop 
spaces and similar changes of plan which 
are common in many types of buildings. 
Below the ground level it has now 
become almost universal to have garage 
space on a very large scale; the column 
srid on the garage level consequently 
becomes very important, and with the 
rigid demands of the parking owner or 
garage proprietor, presents a substantial 
difficulty. If there is to be customer park- 
ing, many garage men demand 16 ft. clear 
of the columns, which may well be a

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two cars, or for three 
of columns which may 
well be 27 ft. or 28 ft. between column 
centres In the opposite direction, a 
spacing requires clear 20 ft. 
span except in cases where 16 ft. parking 
h is expected when there must be a 
span flanked on each side by two 
spans to produce the ideal garage 
The engineering complications 
which accompany the change from the 
standard typical floor of the office, hos- 
pital or other plan to the wide-span 
requirements of the shop or store plan of 
the ground floor, the clearance of the 
entrance hall to produce a fine architec- 
tural effect on entering the building, and 
the further change to a desirable rigid 
plan for the garage basement storage 
space all present great problems.

Cladding in Various Materials 

In the case of stone and granite, I have 
considered it quite essential that cladding 
should be given a gravity bearing on the 
frame at least at every floor level. This 
is quite possible if it is provided in the 
early stages of the design, and is not a 
matter of cost. The intervening 
slabs must be fastened back in some 
adequate and manner so _ that 
proper anchorage is obtained and the 
material is not simply kept in position by 
adhesion, With other materials, such as 
stee] or aluminium containing glass or 
plastic, and some of the other more 
modern cladding materials, the move- 
ment of the metal parts in relation to the 
rame may well cause serious leakages if 
ot properly anchored or provided with 
movement. 
would suspect that some of the 
er glass-cased buildings might easily 
to have serious maintenance diffh- 
culties. The water seeps through joints 
and is able to get into steel which is tying 
the face to the pane. Once this happens 
it is only a matter of years before serious 
corrosion becomes a major problem. If 
the frames are fixed free of the structure, 
I cannot help thinking that some of the 
long lengths of free cladding will be sub- 
ject to very serious movement as a 
result of thermal forces or as a result of 
local movement, and will produce leaks 
which are difficult to control. We are all 
aware that extensive leakage in metal- 
frame cladding and serious breakages in 
glass were widespread on the UN building 
in New York. 

I think we are in a stage of development 
in England in which each architect is 
finding the difficulties of our own 
climate when presented with the condi 
imposed by tall isolated buildings 
picking up the full force of the elements. 
Many structures far above the surround- 
ing buildings are receiving direct attack 
from wind, rain and the other elements to 
in extent of which no one has previously 
had experience. The one thing out 
standingly clear about the whole history 
of building is that in every new essay into 
a different type of structure the architect 
has had to buy a rather bitter amount of 
experience as a result of putting up the 
and waiting to see whether it 
successfully survive 
There is a recommendation in 
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country that banks of lifts which are two 
sided should be open to access only from 
one end, thus preventing passage through 
the lift halls, but it is common practice 
in America for such banks of lifts to have 
exits from each directly into the 
general working halls previously referred 
to. It would appear therefore that no 
rule with regard to double-sided lift halls 
can be laid down. So far as single-sided 
lift halls are concerned, it is recom 
mended that the maximum length of a 
bank of single lifts should be the length 
of four lifts. If the bank is longer than 
four it is extremely difficult for the wait- 
ing passenger to move rapidly to the lift 
which is stopping at his floor unless the 
waiting time at each stop is unduly pro 
longed, which would impair the general 
efficiency of the service. The same effect 
is produced if a corridor is planned in 
the centre of the lift bank, and the total 
length is four lifts plus a corridor. 

Alternatively, the lifts can be arranged 
in groups of two on each side of the lift 
approach, or in groups of three or four; 
and when more than eight lifts are re- 
quired, it will be possible to start again 
with a fresh group. This simple arrange- 
ment is capable of a surprising number 
of variations. The difference between the 
lift face of opposing banks of lifts should 
not be less than 8 ft. and there is a certain 
amount of functional planning required 
if the two lift faces are not parallel, and 
if entrance is from the wide end towards 
a narrower end.

The number of 
passengers to be carried varies from 10 
to 20, and in a big building heavily 
occupied there would, at peak periods, 
be very substantial movement each time 
the lift car arrives or departs. 

The peak periods of the arrival and 
departure of staff vary substantially, but 
in the majority of buildings in single 
occupation they are a quarter of an hour 
in length. (It is interesting to know that 
the extremely intense traffic of London 
Bridge maintains its maximum peak for 
little more than a quarter of an hour.) 
In a building occupied by many tenants 
or buildings of similar character, the 
period may be much longer. In the 
calculation of lift services, therefore, 
there should be a waiting »f between 
20 to 40 seconds througix ut the day; 
20 seconds waiting would be excellent, 
and 40 seconds would be regarded as un 
acceptable. The ‘ building-emptying’ 
time of lifts in maximum operation should 
be not more than 20 minutes. The empty- 
ing time for a building may be subject to 
many local factors. I think lift engineers 
are over-pessimistic about the congestion 
which takes place in the mornings and 
evenings with staff. They do not allow 
for the number of people who in our 
English offices are unfortunately late, or 
the number who manage to jump the gun 
at the finishing hour, neither do they 
allow sufficiently for the enthusiastic

All high buildings 
their insulating properties to a much 
greater extent than is necessary in the 
case of buildings of moderate height, and 
this study of insulation is intensified if 
the building is to be faced with glass 
aprons, plastic or other thin materials of 
poor insulating value. As the height 
increases, double glazing and other 
similar protection against solar heat and 
cold become justifiable, and once a com- 
plete heating and artificial ventilation 
scheme has been accepted, saving in 
running costs resulting from good insula- 
tion will be substantial, and may reach 
20 to 25 per cent of the total estimated 
figures. I think it is highly probable that 
many buildings at present under con- 
struction will prove to be unsatisfactorily 
insulated when they are brought into use. 
The heat loss on the top floor of one of 
my own buildings proved to have been 
calculated to allow for only about half 
the heat loss which was ultimately experi 
enced in mid-winter 

Much heat is produced by electronic 
computers, machine accountancy systems 
and automation generally. Air-condition- 
can remove such heat and maintain 
satisfactory atmospheric conditions.

Professional Civil 
Servants’ Pay 
Works Group’s Claim Before 
Arbitration Tribunal 


THE PAY CLAIM of civil service engineers, 
architects and surveyors, who with other 
professionally qualified officers comprise 
the Works Group, went before the Civil 
Service Arbitration Tribunal yesterday 
(December 15), after negotiations, which 
date back nearly three years, had finally 
broken down. The claim is for increases 
in the senior grade, to be paid from 
December, 1958, from £2,150 to £2,450: 
in the main grade from £1,500 to £2,000: 
and in the basic grade from £930 (age 
25) to £1,500. A further back dating is 
asked for, subject to the scales being 
reduced by the three and a half per cent 
general civil service’ increase. The 
Treasury offer, dated back to July, 1959, 
was from £1,890 to £2,170 in the senior 
grade; from £1,335 to £1,780 in the main 
grade; and from £885 (age 25) to £1,300 
in the basic grade.

Avoiding Delays in 

Hospital Building 
DELAY in the development of Orsett 
Hospital, Essex, formed the main com 
plaint of an adjournment debate on 
December 5. MR. HUGH DELARGY Said 
that 10 months ago it had been thought 
that final agreement had been reached on 
Stage 1. But nothing had _ so far 
happened. He maintained that the divi- 
sion of this project into two stages was 
wasteful in time and money. All the 
builders and construction engineers, he 
said, were certain that a huge saving could 
be made if the whole job was contracted 
for at the beginning and the staging left 
to agreement between the contractors and 
hospital board. 

MISS EDITH PITT, Parliamentary Secre- 
tary, Ministry of Health, said the present 
Orsett buildings were outworn and com- 
pletely inadequate. After discussions 
with the Ministry’s officers at various 
stages of the preliminary planning, the 
regional hospital board had proposed a 
development plan which would convert 
Orsett into a modern general hospital, 
involving Virtually rebuilding the 
hospital at a cost of over £lm., to be 
carried out in two stages 

‘Although we should not necessarily 
have this work up in two stages 
if we were considering it now for the 
first time, there were financial reasons at 
the time which made it necessary and 
circumstances which justified the deci- 
sion.’ Separation of the work into two 
stages need not cause delay. The pre 
paration of working drawings for the rest 
of the first stage was well advanced. The 
Board hoped it would be possible to start 
building the out-patients’ department 
towards the end of the current financial 
year. Work on the rest of Stage 1 would 
begin later

how the Ministry of 
Health had set up a development unit 
which had already prepared plans for 
hospital units for use or adaptation by 
hospital planning authorities. They hoped 
this would be useful in the preparation 
of plans and in their agreeing them, and 
that it might help to avoid delay in future. 
They agreed preliminary planning at 
Orsett had taken a long time but the 
result would be a hospital worthy of the 
busy developing area of Thurrock. 


The Covent Garden Bill 


IF THE MERE EXPRESSION of doubt or 
criticism ever decided the fate of legisla 
tion. the Covent Garden Market Bill 
would be doomed from the start. The 
second reading debate on December 7 
was notable for the fact that few MPs 
liked the proposals envisaged in the 
measure and expressed numerous 
anxieties on planning, traffic and horti- 
cultural grounds. MR. GREVILLE HOWARD, 
Conservative MP for St. Ives, said bluntly 
that this was not an horticulture Bill but 
a planners’ Bill, a Ministry of Housing and 
Local Government Bill. 


DR. CHARLES HILL, the Chancellor of 


the Duchy of Lancaster, replied to the 
debate, and roundly defended the 
Government’s proposals. ‘* There is here 
a planning opportunity of the first magni 
tude,’ he declared. *‘ The LCC has been 
holding up its draft plan for the area until 
a Government decision has been taken on 
the Covent Garden Market. The Bill will 
give the Council the green light.’ 

Throughout the debate there were 
references to the proposals put forward 
by C. W. Glover and Partners, consulting 
engineers and architects, for a market 
scheme at King’s Cross For instance, 
MR. G. JOHNSON SMITH (Holborn and St. 
Pancras, South) said that if the Runciman 
Committee had had an opportunity of 
looking at the imaginative scheme pro 
posed by this firm they might not have 
written as they did about a King’s Cross 
site when they were framing their pro 
posals for Covent Garden Market. 

He went on to list some of the possible 
advantages of siting the market in that 
area saying that it would for the nrst 
time bring road, rail and water facilities 
together in one centre. Lastly, embodied 
in the Glover scheme was a heliport. The 
market would be on stilts over the railway 
lines. 

DR. HILL admitted that at first sight the 
Glover plan was interesting, imaginative 
and attractive, but it held some real difh- 
culties. First there was the proposal to 
occupy 20 acres spanning York-way, over 
St. Pancras Goods Yard. The future re- 
organisation of the station, the main line 
and suburban services had not yet been 
determined and would not be for some 
time. It was impossible to plan to put 
this market in the air, as it were, above 
King’s Cross station before it was known 
what the reshaping and reorganisation 
would be. Furthermore, access from the 
south would be difficult. 

MR. CHRISTOPHER SOAMES, 
Agriculture, Fisheries and Food, said 
present conditions in and around the 
market were so bad that all agreed that 
drastic reform was needed. The whole 
area cried out for proper planning and 
‘evelopment. The market buildings were 
obsolete. Traffic congestion was a source 
of great public concern. There was no 
parking space for market vehicles except 
in the open streets and the storage of 
empty wooden boxes in unsuitable build- 
ings constituted an appalling fire risk. 

‘We propose,’ he said, ‘ that a modern 
market which will be self-contained and 
cover from six to eight acres should be 
build in the Covent Garden area to take 
the place of the existing inadequate and 
inefficient buildings which sprawl over the 
30 acres and inhibit other activities 
throughout the whole area. We have 
never contemplated that the market must 
be rebuilt on exactly the same site where 
the original market is today. The exact 
site is left open to the Covent Garden 
Market Authority to choose in conjunc- 
tion with the planning authority. I should 
be surprised if a move to another site in 
the area. round Seven Dials is an obvious

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possibility, does not turn out to be the best.’ 

Under the plan the new market would 
have a precinct where all market vehicles 
would go and get right off the streets 
Even during the first phase there would 
be a substantial easing of traffic for many 
heavy lorries would use the annexe. The 
annexe envisaged lay at the busy junction 
of Old-street and City-road where a 
roundabout was to be constructed during 
the next few years and later a flyover. 
Various improvements would take place 
on the many alternative routes around 
that area and all these would improve the 
general traffic situation.

HILL said that as a result of 
the Bill’s proposals the market would 
occupy six to eight acres instead of 30 and 
about 112 acres would be freed not only 
of their traffic problems but freed for 
development.

He would 
agree that if this was to become a vast 
mass of offices they would be disposing 
of one traffic problem and_ possibly 
acquiring an even greater one. However 
they could rely on the good sense of the 
planning authority and the good sense 
of the Ministry to take this opportunity 
of redeveloping this historic area.

Replying to 


University Building 
Problems 


A REPORT On methods used by universities 
of contracting and of recording and con 
trolling expenditures was presented to 
Parliament as a White Paper on Decem 
ber 8. The report, from the University 
Grants Committee, consists of a review 
by Sir Arthur Tucker, who was appointed 
by the UGC in 1959, of the implementa 
tion by the universities of the procedures 
for controlling expenditure from Treasury 
non-recurring grants and for preventing 
waste or extravagance, which had been 
recommended in the 1956 report of a 
committee under the chairmanship of Sir 
George Cater. 

Sir Arthur Tucker confirms that the 
Cater Report is used by all the universi 
ties as their guide or ‘text-book’ on 
building procedures and that the need 
for economy in the expenditure of 
Government money is fully understood 
by the universities. His report includes 
a survey of the procedures followed by 
the UGC in dealing with applications for 
capital grants and of the system which 
they are developing of guidance to the 
universities on appropriate space stan 
dards and limits of expenditure for par 
ticular classes of buildings. Certain 
specific recommendations are also made 
which have been accepted by the UGC 
and are being brought to the attention of 
universities. 

In his report Sir Arthur Tucker makes 
this comment: ‘ There is sometimes con 
troversy and occasionally acute contro- 
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the architectural and other 
merits of individual buildings. This 
should not be allowed obscure the 
truth that a period of great university 
expansion is in progress and that build- 
ings well suited to its needs will have 
been provided when the programme of 
grant-aided buildings, which is being 
carried out with so much devotion and 
skill by the universities in all three 
countries, has been completed.’ 

He adds that the procedure for assess- 
ing non-recurrent grants and controlling 
their expenditure should, while avoid- 
ing rigidity, ensure the adoption of 
reasonable limits of cost for university 
buildings generally and the elimination 
of unnecessary difference of cost between 
them. With these ends in view some 
developments in the present procedures 
that were foreshadowed in the Cater 
Report were already in progress. 

An Architect’s Division with profes- 
sional staff including architects and a 
quantity surveyor, had been created in 
the office of the UGC. With its aid the 
committee were seeking to collect infor- 
mation and statistics on all aspects of 
university building. In the light of the 
knowledge thus obtained a beginning had 
been made with the definition of space 
standards and limits of cost for various 
types of university buildings. 

Sir Arthur’s recommendations include 
the formation of a Buildings sub-commit- 
tee of the UGC to facilitate consultation, 
the membership to include two architects 
with experience of university building. 
Its terms of reference might be, he sug 
gests, ‘to advise the UGC on their pro 
cedures for the determination of non 
recurrent grants for building works.’

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Water Charges for Building Work 


NFBTE's Evidence to Central Advisory Committee 


evidence on water 
charges for building work, prepared by 
the National Federation of Building 
Trades Employers on behalf of its 
membership, has been approved by the 
Federation’s council and is to be sub- 
mitted to the Sub-Committee (Chairman, 
Sir Keith Joseph, MP, Parliamentary 
Secretary, Ministry of Housing and Local 
Government) of the Central Advisory 
Water Committee set up to inquire into 
the methods of charging for water. 

In its memorandum of evidence the 
Federation welcomes the Central Advisory 
Water Committee's decision to investigate 
the methods of charging for water and 
the invitation to submit evidence on 
behalf of the building industry, and con

tinues: 

‘ The price of water is one of the many 
small items of cost on which the final 
cost of building work depends. It is 
therefore essential that the price of water 
for building purposes be kept to the mini- 
mum to help stabilise building costs. The 
Federation, however, feels that current 
prices of water for building purposes are 
frequently not the minimum price because 
current prices are often based on 
methods of charging unrelated to actual 
consumption.’ The Federation’s memoran- 
dum makes the following detailed recom- 
mendations :

Detailed Recommendations 


(a) Building contractors should have 
the right to demand a metered supply at 
undertaker’s normal meter rate and 
reasonable conditions. The

option of the contractor, to charge either 
a low flat rate or a reasonable higher rate 
charged only on the proportion of the 
contract value attributable to work using 
water; this is particularly important in 
view of the increasing trend towards dry 
construction and the assembly on the site 
of prefabricated units which have been 
manufactured elsewhere Again, any 
dispute should be subject to an appeal to 
the Minister. 

(d) It will be appreciated that building 
contractors will often require a supply of 
water at comparatively short notice. 
Unless the recommendations in para 
graphs (a) to (c) above are implemented, 
the contractor will often therefore, to get 
a supply, have to sign an agreement to 
pay for water by whatever method of 
charging the undertaker proposes without 
any real assurance that it is a fair method 
based on the economic cost of his actual 
consumption. At the moment, of course, 
a contractor has the right under §.27 of 
the Water Act, 1945, to appeal to the 
Minister to determine whether the terms 
and conditions on water 1s to be 
supplied are reasonable; as, however, it is 
understood that the Minister will not 
unless the agreement has been entered 
into under protest—entertain appeals after 
a legally binding agreement has been 
made, and, since, as mentioned earlier, the 
contractor often enters into agreements 
because he urgently needs the supply, the 
result in that contractors are

paragraphs (a) to (c) above, the Federa 
tion would wish the contractors’ right of 
appeal to the Minister under S.27 to last 
for a reasonable time after the signing of 
the agreement for a supply of water for 
building work. The Federation appreciates 
that in general contracting parties should 
be held to the terms of their contract, 
but because few contractors have time to 
negotiate reasonable terms (even if the 
undertaker is willing to negotiate) and 
are in any case unable to obtain alterna- 
tive sources of supply, it feels justified in 
recommending that all undertakers shall 
be bound to include in all agreements to 
which §.27 applies a right of appeal to 
the Minister. 

(e) The Federation feels that water 
boards and local authority water commit 
tees do not at present receive sufficient 
information about the needs of the build- 
ing industry and that the existing 
anomalies and cases of over-charging 
would be reduced if these undertakers 
were to have closer contact with the 
building industry. It would therefore 
recommend that water undertakers be 
under a statutory obligation to consult 
the building industry, through, for 
example, the Federation’s Local Associa 
tions, at least once a year to discuss prob 
lems of mutual interest; in particular the 
Federation would recommend that no pro- 
posals for alteration in charges affecting 
the charges for water for building work 
(e.g., alteration of meter rates) should be 
submitted to the Minister before discus 
sion with local representatives of the 
building industry through the suggested 
liaison machinery. It is unfortunately 
true that many water undertakers, by fail- 
ing formally to discuss with representa 
tives of the industry their problems and 
difficulties, arouse opposition which 
regular consultation with the industry 
would prevent.

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The Effects of Short-Term Building Cuts 


Statement by Materials Producers 


DIFFICULTIES created in the building in- 
dustry by short-term reductions in build- 
ing activity due to changed economic 
conditions were the subject of an 
announcement on December 10 by the 
National Council of Building Materials 
Producers. The Council states that ex- 
perience gained during the post-war 
period shows insufficient consideration has 
been given by the Government to the 
time lag between the taking of a decision 
and its effect on building operations and 
the production of materials and com- 
ponents. 

The impact of a sudden decline in the 
rate at which new buildings are started, 
states the Council, varies considerably 
between different products in timing, but 
not in degree. In some industries, par- 
ticularly those whose products are used 
in the early stages of construction, 
demand collapses almost overnight; for 
other products, the decline takes place at 
a later date ; but throughout the range of 


The Institute of Materials 
Handling 


Successful Scottish Conference 


A SUCCESSFUL week-end conference was 
recently organised by the Scottish divi- 
sion of the Institute of Materials Hand- 
ling, when Mr. E. P. Hudson, chairman 
of the Scottish Technical Education Con- 
sultative Council, and Sir David Ander- 
son, vice-chairman of the council, both 
spoke of the importance of technical 
education. MR. HUDSON urged the Insti- 
tute not only to build up a corps of 
specialists but to direct its efforts to 
producing the hundreds of thousands of 
general practitioners which is the great 
need of the country. 

Speaking of the high capital investment 
per employee in modern undertakings, 
Mr. Hudson said that we had come far 
from the days when the journeyman 
owned and carried his own tools. In 
a typical factory near Edinburgh there 
was an investment of £15,000 per person 
employed. The man no longer provided 
the capital of his tools, and there was 
a danger that the sense of partnership 
between capital and labour was being less 
understood. He thought the Institute 
could do something to improve this under 
standing by bringing organised labour 
into its discussions and studies. 


SIR DAVID ANDERSON made a plea for a 
Government register of technologists 
willing to serve a fixed period overseas. 
The underdeveloped countries would 
recruit from this list, and on completion 
of the agreed period the man would be 
placed on a corresponding list from which 
home industry would undertake to recruit 
a certain proportion of their staff, on con- 
ditions which would ensure that the man 
who had served overseas would not be 
prejudiced in relation to those who had 
not 


industries production planning is dis- 
located. 

The Council's statement points out that 
because the volume of building which is 
under construction at any one time acts 
as a shock absorber, cushioning the con- 
structional side of the industry against the 
full effects of short-term changes in build 
ing policy, such changes react more 
sharply upon order books and production 
programmes of the materials producers. 
Unpredictable changes in demand under- 
mine the confidence of management when 
contemplating the need for future expan 
sion of capacity, dampen the enthusiasm 
of the labour force, and encourage trained 
workers to seek greater security of em 
ployment in other industries. 


Referring to subsequent expansion of 
building activity which follows a period 
of artificial restriction, the Council states 
that experience has shown that such an

IN ITS REPORT to the Council of the Asso- 
ciation of Municipal Corporations on 
December 15 the general purposes com- 
mittee referred to the memorandum cir 
culated by the president of the Royal 
Institute of British Architects to local 
authorities in July concerning the disposal 
of land by the method of ‘ competition by 
tender.” The committee pointed out that 
the memorandum sought to establish 
general principles and there were several 
details which both architects and 
authorities would wish to see resolved.

Office Building in Central London 


AT A MEETING of the London County 
Council on December 6 MARION LADY 
BENNETT asked the chairmen of the town 
planning and general purposes commit- 
tees whether they were agreed on the 
need to reduce office building and to in- 
crease residential development in the 
central area and, if so, what steps were 
the Council taking to bring this about 
in the South Bank comprehensive develop- 
ment area? 

Replying for both committees Mr. 
RICHARD EDMONDS, chairman of the town 
planning committee, said that special 
emphasis had been given in the Council's 
proposals for the first review of the 
Development Plan to the need to restrain 
further office development, particularly in 
the centre of London, to the preservation 
of residential uses and to securing resi- 
dential development generally. Submit 
ting two examples in which the Council 
had fully implemented these proposals 
Mr. Edmonds said that a recent applica- 
tion for permission to build new head- 
quarters offices for the Central Electricity 
Board close to the South Bank compre 
hensive development area at Bankside 
was refused; and a considerable addition 
to residential accommodation in the form 
of a hotel in the South Bank area would 
accrue from the intention of the special 
development and art sub-committee of the 
general purposes committee to invite 
applications for the provision of a hotel 
on the site downstream from Waterloo 
Bridge. 

The redevelopment of the South Bank, 
concluded Mr. Edmonds, was intended 
primarily to improve the character of 
what was a neglected part of London, and 
to this end cultural buildings were pro- 
posed along the river front with a num- 
ber of offices, which were also intended 
to relieve pressure in the congested part 
of the central area north of the river.

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The International Union of Architects 
Preparations for Congress in London Next July 


PROFESSOR SIR WILLIAM HOLFORD, MA, 
PRIBA, will be the chairman of the 
plenary sessions of the Sixth Congress of 
the International Union of Architects 
when it meets in London from Julv 3 to 
7. In a message to the IUA Sir William 
recalls the first congress, held under the 
late Sir Patrick Abercrombie’s chairman- 
ship at Lausanne in 1948 and organised 
from the Paris office of Pierre Vago, and 
prior to this the preliminary meeting in 
the council chamber of the RIBA, which 
met without even an agenda. At that 
meeting three existing organisations with 
continental or international membership 
were formed into the new Union, and M. 
Auguste Perret was elected Président 
d’Honneur. 

The bilingual discussions on matters of 
constitution and procedure, which 
occupied the first sessions in 1947. have 
now expanded into working commissions 
and congresses held in the four oficial 
languazes of the IUA—English, French. 
Russian and Spanish. But at the social 
and business meetinzs, other lancua7es 
are talked. and many forms of hospitality 
enjoyed: for architects often succeed 
where other international organisitions 
run only a limited course. Architecture 
has its own international language, which 
is a ‘lingua franca’ all over the civilised 
world. 

Professor Robert Matthew. CBE. 
FRIBA. and the Organising Committee of 
the Sixth Congress are doing their utmost 
to make it memorable. The papers, 
the special exhibitions and the social 
occasions all promise to be of a quality 
which will not only mark the occasion 
but extend and return the hospitality of 
the most numerous concourse of archi- 
tectural visitors that London has yet seen. 
As President of the RIBA which. as the 
United Kingdom Section of the IUA is 
the host of the Congress, I look forward. 
says Sir William. to meeting our friends 
and colleagues from every part of the 
world. and extend to them a warm invita- 
tion to come to Britain, not only to 
Participate in the Congress, but to see 
our country and our work. 


Post-War Architecture 


In a further message, Mr. Donald 
Gibson. CBE. FRIBA, says that in his 
view Britain’s major contribution to post- 
war architecture is in the collective works 
of its central and local government 
authorities. From 1945 onwards the intro- 
duction of the Welfare State required free 
schooling for all up to the age of 15, the 
Health Service required many new build- 
ings, although they were only at present 
beginning to emerge, and there was a 
determined effort to produce good 
quality, low cost housing. At the same 
time a policy of building new towns was 
introduced, and these gave an oppor- 
tunity for trying out new ideas and layout 
and a relationship of industry to housing. 

Very large sums of money were spent 
by cities and counties, presenting a chal- 
lenge to architects, and many talented 
men were attracted to the public offices. 


The problem of tackling a large pro- 
gramme of building was very different 
from the ‘ one off’ problem. It presented 
an opportunity to study the users’ re- 
quirements over a number of years, to 
improve design from year to year, to 
introduce rationalised building  tech- 
niques, and to encourage better building 
management and introduce effective cost 
control. The best of the public offices 
produced an architecture which although 
not spectacular was original in the very 
best sense of the word. 

*The problems have by no means all 
been solved.’ adds Mr. Gibson, ‘ but 
any architect who is concerned with prob- 
lems of building for growing populations 
and is interested in architecture in its 
social context will find much to interest 
him in Great Britain.” 

The first registrations for the Congress 
have already been received and the inter- 
national sections are responding very well 
to the request for material to be included 
in the international exhibition on ‘ The 
Architecture of Technology.’ Material 
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has been received from Bulgaria, Cuba, 
Czechoslovakia. France, Greece, Germany 
(both from the Federal Republic and the 
Democratic Republic), Hungary, Japan, 
Mexico, Portugal, Turkey and the United 
States. 

The plenary sessions of the Congress 
will be chaired by Sir William Holford. 
The three working groups, each of which 
will discuss the three papers, will be 
chaired by Mr. Yang Ting-pao, vice- 
president of the IUA and the representa- 
tive of the Architectural Society of the 
People’s Republic of China, Mr. Arieh 
Sharon, representative of the Association 
of Engineers and Architects in Israel and 
a member of the executive committee of 
the IUA, and Mr. Ramon Carona, the 
chairman of the Commission for Inter- 
national Meetings of the Society of 
Mexican Architects and also a member 
of the executive committee of the IUA. 

Architects are reminded they can save 
£2 by enrolling before January 1. The 
full sum of £18 need not be paid in full 
at once; it may be submitted in six 
monthly instalments of £3. It should 
also be noted that local authorities are 
authorised to pay the expenses of their 
representatives. 


Population Density in the United Kingdom 
New Maps Based on 1951 Census 


THE ORDNANCE SURVEY has published a 
map on the scale of ten miles to one inch 
showing by means of layer colouring the 
density of population of most of England 
and Wales at the 1951 Census. 

The map is based on information avail- 
able only in the county volumes of the 
census, the first of which appeared in 
1953 and the last in 1955. Information 
on the density of population was pub- 
lished in the county volumes for all areas 
down to wards of boroughs and urban 
districts and parishes of rural districts. 

These densities were plotted on one 
inch to the mile Ordnance Survey sheets, 
re-assessed where areas are not homo- 
geneous, and then generalised at that 
scale into the six categories shown on the 
map. These are dense urban (over 25,000 
persons per square mile or 39 persons 
per acre); urban (6.400 to 25.000 persons 
per square mile or 10 to 39 persons per 
acre): suburban and industrialised rural 
(400 to 6.400 persons per square mile or 
.625 to 10 persons per acre): dense rural 
(50 to 400 persons per square mile or 
.08 to .625 persons per acre); sparse rural 
(25 to 50 persons per square mile or .04 
to .08 persons per acre) and very sparse 
(1 to 25 persons per square mile or .002 
to .04 persons per acre). Virtually un- 
inhabited areas with a density of less than 
1 person per square mile have been 
shown uncoloured. They are mainly con- 
fined to highland areas in Scotland, Wales 
and parts of Northern England. 

The information on the one inch sheets 
for the whole country has been reduced 
to a scale of 1/625.000 or about ten miles 
to one inch for the map which has now 
been published. It will eventually com- 
prise two sheets, sheet one, now being 
printed, covering Scotland and Northern 
England as far as Westmorland and North 


Yorkshire, and sheet two, now published, 
covering the remainder of England and 
Wales. 

The main visual effect produced by the 
southern sheet is the contrast between 
the large groups of towns with densities 
of 400 or more persons per square mile 
and the ‘dense rural’ category which 
covers much of the English lowlands, as 
well as the more fertile parts of South- 
West England, South-West Wales, 
Anglesey, and coastal areas of North 
Wales. 

The principal urban concentrations 
show up well. Among them are Greater 
London, and West Midlands, an almost 
continuous area east of the Pennines from 
Bradford and Leeds in the north to Derby 
and Nottingham in the south, a similar 
area covering most of South Lancashire 
from east of Manchester through Liver- 
pool to the Wirral peninsula, the mining 
valleys and large seaports of South Wales, 
Bristol and Bath, and an area of the South 
Coast from Poole to Seaford, broken only 
by the more sparsely populated New 
Forest.

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Dramatic Design for New Las Vegas Airport 


Freshness of Approach Combined with Maximum Operating Efficiency

CONSTRUCTION will start shortly on the 
new air terminal at McCarran Field in 
Las Vegas, Nevada. Costing only a frac- 
tion of the vast schemes now in progress 
at New York’s Idlewild terminal and the 
international airports of San Francisco 
and Los Angeles, the Las Vegas project 
nevertheless underlines the dramatic 
effect that can be achieved by even a 
relatively small air terminal when its 
design is in keeping with this jet age. In 
fact, McCarran Field facilities have been 
designed exclusively for the convenience 
of the jet traveller. According to 
Welton Becket, principal of the architects 
and engineers responsible for the 
design, the aim was to provide the air 
traveller with as efficient a service on 
the ground as he receives in the air. 

The proposed layout consists of two 
quite dissimilar two-storey buildings, one 
to house airline offices and ticketing and 
baggage handling facilities. the other a 
passenger waiting area and restaurant; 
passenger loading ‘ fingers’ with 16 gate 
each accommodate the 
largest jet airliners; a contro] tower: a 
fire station, and convenient parking 
arrangements for 1,400 private cars 

A feature of the design the careful 
planning that has separated passengers 
from airport ground operations by keep 
ing all passenger activities on the upper 
level through the of pedestrian 
bridges. 

The focal point, both as regards design 
and function, will be the hexagonal pas 
senger waiting building with its unique 
three-segment, thin-shell, concrete roof. 
The ground floor of this 38.850 sq. ft. 
two-level structure will house all 
mechanical equipment including air con- 
ditioning equipment for the entire ter 
minal. kitchen, staff cafeteria and storage 
areas. The upper level will contain pas- 
senger waiting facilities, a restaurant and 
coffee shop, a cocktail lounge, rest-rooms 
and the usual spaces for concessionnaires. 
This level will be enclosed by glass, thus 
affording both waiting passengers and 
diners a commanding view of air- 
port operations and the surrounding 
valley landscape. From the outside the 
building will appear to be completely 
open, an effect enhanced by use of 
interior partitions throughout.

The 500-ft.-long 90-ft.-wide ticketing 
building is planned in the shape of an 
open ‘V.’ A 68,000 sq. ft. structure of 
steel frame and masonry, it will be 
equipped with a full-length metal canopy 
along its front elevation to provide cover 
for passengers arriving by car, bus or 
taxi.

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The RICS Presidential Address 


Mr. Trustram Eve Welcomes Suggestions for Closer Collaboration 
with the RIBA 


DURING the last few years the lure of 
money has attracted more and more boys 
to industry and commerce rather than 
to the professions. This was the opinion 
expressed by MR. J. D. TRUSTRAM EVE, 
FRICS, FLAS, FAi, in his Presidential 
Address to the Royal Institution of 
Chartered Surveyors in London on Nov- 
ember 14. ‘It is difficult to see how 
individual professions can_ successfully 
compete for recruits against this indus- 
trial and commercial counterblast,’ he 
said. 

A first step might be for the profes- 
sions collectively to convey to suitable 
boys the attractions of the professional 
way of life, and then for each profession 
to attract its own recruits from those who 
had been thus ‘ converted.’ 

‘A great number of boys have told 
careers masters that they do not wish to 
sit at a des«; and to avoid this is one of 
the attractive features of the profession 
of the land,’ said Mr. Trustram Eve. 
* This is particularly true of the rural side, 
and more especially of land agency.’ 


Professional Co-operation 


Other points from the President's 
address were: There are many profes- 
sional bodies associated with the land, 
but the Royal Institution of Chartered 
Surveyors is widely accepted as being the 
leader. This is not only because it is 
the oldest and largest society of the pro- 
fession, but because, throughout its 92 
years of existence, it has been clearly 
successful in maintaining high standards 
of technical skill and integrity. It also 
covers the widespread activities of the 
profession more completely than any 
other society and thus is able to take a 
balanced view of problems of public and 
professional interest. 

It is in the interests of both the public 
and the profession that professional 
bodies should co-operate fully with each 
other. I therefore welcome the sugges- 
tion recently made by Sir William Hol- 
ford, President of the RIBA, that there 
should be closer co-operation between the 
RIBA and the Royal Institution of Char- 
tered Surveyors. As architects are very 
near to surveyors in the fields of develop- 
ment. building and planning, the two 
professions should jointly be able to find 
practical solutions to such problems as 
urban redevelopment. ‘ Nothing less than 
full and continuous collaboration is due 
to the community we serve.’ 

Examples of co-operation that already 
exist between professional bodies are the 
joint Fees and Practice Conference be- 
tween the RICS and the three other lead- 
ing societies of the surveying profession, 
which has formulated and now regularly 
reviews the code of professional conduct 
and the scale of fees; and the National 
Joint Consultative Committee set up be- 
tween chartered quantity surveyors, 
chartered architects and the National 
Federation of Building Trades Employers, 
which promotes co-operation and effi- 


ciency within the building industry and 
also advises the Government on impor- 
tant issues concerning building. 


Registration of Estate Agents 


There has been increasing alarm during 
recent years at the irresponsibility of a 
certain minority of estate agents who are 
not members of any recognised associa 
tion and are not bound by any common 
standards of behaviour or competence 
nor by any common scale of charges. 
This has resulted in deficient service to 
the public and hardship to those members 
of the profession who are bound by codes 
of conduct. 

The recent decision to introduce a Bill 
into Parliament for the registration of 
estate agents (which was referred to in a 
letter in ‘ The Times’ over the signatures 
of the presidents of four societies in 
November, 1959), calls for the highest 
degree of co-operation between associa- 
tions representing the profession of the 
land. If the Bill becomes an Act of Parlia- 
ment, and registration becomes a fact, the 
profession will have to decide what code of 
conduct should be imposed on registered 
members (including those already prac- 
tising, who have not previously been con- 
trolled), and what standard of qualifica- 
tion should be required of newcomers. 

This will need the exercise of great care 
and wisdom which can only be effected 
if there is true collaboration amongst 
those concerned. 


No Advertising 


Throughout history, the status of the 
professions has consistently risen in the 
eyes of the community. and it his become 
the general practice of professional socie- 
ties to enforce high standards of entry 
into their societies and a stringent code 
of conduct for their members. 

More important than technical stan- 
dards, however, are the standards of in- 
tegrity set by the members. Chartered 
surveyors should have a genuine desire 


to serve the public, and should depend 
for their livelihood upon a reputation for 
good conscientious work and not upon 
boasting and self-advertisement. 

Surveying is the only profession which 
still permits advertising, largely due to 
the number of surveyors who practice 
estate agency (or, as it is sometimes 
cailed, the commercial side of the pro- 
fession). It is necessary and vroper for 
firms to advertise that they are ready 
and able to sell properties as estate agents, 
otherwise they cannot serve the interests 
of clients who wish to sell. but advertise- 
ments of a firm's qualifications to carry 
out professional work should be pro- 
hibited, he suggested. 


Training a Chartered Surveyor 


Standards of technical ability, integrity 
and behaviour are dependent upon the 
training received by surveyors. particu- 
larly in the years of initial training and 
examinations. Great stress is placed 
upon candidates for the RICS examina- 
tions working in approved offices. where 
they secure mental and moral discipline 
from the example set by those around 
them. 

It is essential that there should be a 
balance between academic learning and 
practical training and experience. Those 
members of the RICS who have great 
intellectual ability and who have received 
a wide academic training are of the 
greatest value. particularly in teaching 
or research work. But the day-to-day 
practical problems of the profession re- 
quire able and practical men who. as well 
as any academic ability that they may 
possess, have their feet firmly on the 
ground. 

Full-time or part-time academic courses 
can give candidates a sound grounding 
for their practical training, but these 
studies are no substitutes for the practical 
experience that is the real training for a 
chartered surveyor. 

One of the most difficult problems of 
all is how to imbue students from over- 
seas with the required ethical discipline 
so that the concept of professional stan- 
dards can become established in their 
own countries. 


Comprehensive Redevelopment of Cities 
Municipal Ownership of Land Advocated 


MR. ARTHUR LING, FRIBA, City Architect 
of Coventry, urged comprehensive 
ownership of land to ensure comprehen- 
sive redevelopment of towns and cities 
when he spoke at the annual meeting of 
the Birmingham Civic Society on Novem- 
ber 23. He suggested that one means of 
comprehensive development was through 
a consortium of private developers and 
owners. 

Some towns were so anxious to profit 
from the land in their centres, said Mr. 
Ling, that they offered it to the highest 
bidders rather than use it for the design 
most beneficial to the town. It was essen- 
tial that design should come first, before 
profit, in planning. 

Mr. Ling advocated the formation of 


an urban renewal cabinet to co-ordinate 
at Government level the policy making 
which is at present distributed among 
various Ministries. It would also bring 
in representatives of semi-independent 
bodies such as the British Transport Com- 
mission. An urban renewal advisory 
committee should bring together 
representatives of the building industry, 
technical professions, development com- 
panies, banks, insurance companies, local 
authorities and so on. There should also 
be a technical team and appropriate 
administration. 

‘I am convinced that more _ local 
authorities will have to take the place of 
the autocratic landowners of the past,’ 
Mr. Ling declared. 





Winter Productivity 
Maintaining Work Schedules Through the Colder Months

A RECENT REPORT in a national daily 
stated ‘there seems little hope that the 
brick supply position will improve for 12 
to 24 months unless there is a frosty 
winter.” It is not proposed to deal with 
the quesfion of brick supplies in the fol- 
lowing paragraphs, but the reference to 
a severe winter helping to solve this 
vexed problem raises an interesting point 
in connection with the building industry’s 
winter productivity. 

Only a few years ago, the cry was fre- 
quently heard that the industry must in- 
crease productivity, and among a number 
of suggestions invariably advanced was 
the need to overcome the interruptions 
which were taken for granted as a part 
of the winter conditions. Although many 
parts of the country have not experienced 
severe winters for several years, there 
have been plenty of cold spells, but these 
have not held up working schedules in 
any marked degree. Thanks to the use 
of anti-freeze and the protection afforded 
by polythene film, work progresses in all 
but the most severe weather. 

These two developments have marked 
a very definite step forward in the stabi- 
lisation of winter work. There may be a 
third force at work in the battle to build 
at all seasons of the year. Climatology 
is not a subject to which a great deal of 
attention is paid by architects and build- 
ing contractors in this country, but in cer- 
tain areas considerable research is taking 
place. 

The Fédération Européenne des Fabri- 
cants des Tuiles et de Briaues has pre- 
pared six climatic maps of Europe cover- 
ing the following eventualities: (1) feasi 
bility of building in winter: (2) effect of 
cold on buildings; (3) heating require- 
ments; (4) frost; (5) wind (cold or rain): 
(6) precipitation. The particular com 
parisons provide the data for Finland 
(northern type), Denmark (coastal) and 
Austria (continental). Conditions are 
stated under which building is feasible 


Heating, Ventilating 


A MEETING was recently held of a group 
of contractors and manufacturers to meet 
the president of the Institution of Heating 
and Ventilating Engineers, Mr. L. C. C.

Conference on Heating, Ventilating and

Map | (yearly total of days having 
noon temperatures below 5° centigrade) 
shows that building is possible on more 
days on average than was previously sup- 
posed. Map 2 (mean annual tempera- 
tures) is the basis for measurement of 
thermal properties and comparison of the 
national specifications; insulation §re- 
quirements are tabulated. Map 3 (yearly 
total of days on which heating is re- 
quired) is the basis of fuel requirements, 
etc. Map 4 (yearly total of days with 
frost) indicates the conditions that 
materials have to meet; these conditions 
can also affect manufacture. Map 5 (wind 
with cold and rain) indicates effect of 
wind on heat losses; also on rain-resis- 
tance requirements and moisture penetra- 
tion. Map 6 (annual precipitation) enables 
comparison of rain attack on roofs and 
also of the effect on construction work. 


Climatic Changes 


On a more general plane, the whole 
question of improving cycles of weather 
cannot be lightly dismissed. In a recent 
number of the ‘ National Provincial Bank 
Review’ there was a most fascinating 
article on climate change by R. G. Ver- 
yard, the president of the Commission for 
Climatology of the World Meteorological 
Organisation. Since the end of the last 
century there has been a fairly wide- 
spread warming. especially in North-West 
Europe. At Spitzbergen the January 
mean temperature has risen by 10° 
Fahrenheit, and coal can be shipped from 
there for seven months in the year as 
against three at the beginning of the cen- 
tury; the north coast of Europe and Asia 
is sometimes quite free of ice. 

This country shares in the temperature 
increase by about 2° Fahrenheit. most of 
it during the winter months, but there 
has been a marked retreat of the glaciers 
in the Alps. Scandinavia, Alaska and 
other parts of the world, and the line of

however, felt it would be of mutual bene 
fit if the projected international confer- 
ence were held at the same time as the 
exhibition and in the same place, Olympia, 
from September 27 to October 4, 1961.

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permanent snow has moved several hun 
dred feet upward. These climatic changes 
have economic counterparts in the colder 
countries, but it may well be that the 
effects in Britain have been greater than 
most of us realise. 

Unquestionably the use of anti-freeze 
and polythene protection is particularly 
helpful in the move to maintain winter 
building production, but it in no way 
decries their usefulness to suggest that 
weather changes may be helping also. 

Periodically, many of us study the 
reports of the Building Research Station, 
and often these refer to the problem of 
effects of climate on buildings and, con- 
versely, of the effects of building on 
climate. Although the latter point usually 
escapes most of us, it is tremendously 
important. One aspect of its importance 
is reflected in the article by R. G. Ver- 
yard to which reference has been made. 

The carbon-dioxide poured into the 
atmosphere by the combustion of coal 
and oils may help to reduce the loss of 
heat from the earth by radiation, and it is 
contended that the warming up which has 
taken place in many parts of the earth 
since the industrial revolution is attribut- 
able to this increased concentration of 
carbon-dioxide. That's one up for the 
industrial revolution. If this is so, one 
wonders what effects the smoke abate 
ment measures will have. On the other 
hand, the means of harnessing and storing 
solar energy seem to offer exciting pros 
pects for the not too distant future. 


Simple Concrete Lintols 
MowW Advisory Leaflet No. 49 
ADVISORY LEAFLET No. 49, published by 
the Ministry of Works under the title 
‘Simple Concrete Lintols,’ describes how 
to make simple reinforced concrete lin- 
tols, conforming to BS 1239, for openings 
to take British Standard wood and metal 
windows and doors. The lintols described 
are suitable for 44 in. or thicker solid 
walls, and for cavity work. Spans range 

from 11 in. to 7 ft. 7 in. 

Full particulars, in tabulated form, of 
each standard size of lintol are given, in 
cluding all dimensions. number and 
diameter of reinforcing bars, and recom- 
mended concrete mix. Sketches show the 
correct disposition of reinforcement, and 
suggested arrangements of formwork for 
casting one lintol ‘in situ’ or making 
several pre-cast lintols at once. Finally, 
a table shows the minimum times recom- 
mended for striking formwork, handling 
pre-cast lintols and building on lintols, 
according to atmospheric temperatures.

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The New Queen’s Bridge, Perth

THE QUEEN’S BRIDGE, now completed for 
the City and Royal Burgh of Perth, is the 
most easterly road crossing of the Tay, 
and as such is an important link in the 
chain of roads on the east coast of Scot- 
land. The previous bridge on the same 
site was a four-span steel girder through 
bridge. continuous over two of its three 
river piers. These piers were not sound, 
and the effects of river scour and traffic 
vibration made remedial work necessary. 

Schemes were prepared for strengthen- 
ing the bridge. or for replacing it with a 
four-span reinforced concrete arch bridge, 
or a_ three-span prestressed concrete 
bridge: the scheme for a _ prestressed 
bridge was selected. 


Precast Concrete Piles 

The new structure, which is 400 ft. 
long. is on the line of the old bridge and 
is supported by two river piers near two 
of the origina! piers. the new piers being 
founded on precast concrete piles. The 
new bridge consists of four longitudinal 
beams, with transverse slabs top and 
bottom, forming three hollow boxes side 
by side: it is prestressed on the Freyssinet 
system, and is continuous over its three 
spans. A reinforced concrete edge 
beam along each side of the roadway 
supports a footpath; the space between 
the edge beam and the main prestressed 
structure is used as a services duct. 

Because the Tay at Perth is tidal and 
subject to rapid rises in level. it was 
decided to construct the new bridge with- 
out any scaffolding in the river. The 
road deck of the old bridge was stripped, 
leaving only the main longitudinal beams, 
and the transverse beams’ which 
occur at 12 ft. centres. This skeleton 
framework was then jacked up approxi- 
mately 6 ft. on the existing piers, so that 
the transverse beams just cleared the road

line of the new bridge. All formwork 
for the new bridge was then supported 
from the old bridge by a system of hanger 
rods, prefabricated plywood formwork 
panels being suspended from the existing 
transverse girders. 


Method of Working 


Work began at the two river piers 
simultaneously, and was carried outwards 
from the piers in both directions, so as 
to keep each section approximately in 
balance around its pier at all times. The 
prestressing cables are arranged in layers 
over the supports, with end anchorages 


left: 


at intermediate construction joints or 
pockets in top and bottom flanges, so that 
each section could be stressed and made 
self-supporting as it was constructed. 
The final closure was at the crown of the 
centre span. Continuity is effected by 
a number of cables running the full length 
of the bridge, supplemented by compara- 
tively short cables. at the top and bottom, 
in the centre portion of the middle span. 


After the prestressed roadway section 
had been completed, the transverse beams 
of the old bridge were jacked up off the 
new road slab, and the old longitudinal 
girders and their supporting river piers

removed. This permitted the reinforced 
concrete edge beams, which lie on the 
line of the old longitudinal beams, to be 
constructed. The formwork for these 
edge beams was supported from the trans 
the old bridge. 

The final stages in the construction 
were the completion of the service ducts

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Watermills with Horizontal Wheels

FHOSE WHO ARE INTERESTED in early forms 
of industrial power will welcome a book 
let entitled *‘Watermills with Horizon 
tal Wheels.” by Paul N. Wilson, OBE, 
DSC. MA, MlInstCE, MlIMechE, an 
engineer and expert on water turbines 
who is also a considerable historian on 
the subject of water power. Just published 
by the Society for the Protection of 
Ancient Buildings (55 Great Ormond- 
street, London, WCl, price 6s.), this is 
dedicated to the memory of Miss E. M. 
Gardner, OBE, MA, not only for her 
services as chairman of the Watermill 
Publications Committee, and to the Com- 
mittee of the Wind and Watermill Sec- 
tion of the SPAB (1951-1959), but for her 
valuable contribution to the recording 
of watermills in this country. 

Mr. Wilson explains that but for her 
sudden death in April, 1959, this booklet 
would have been the work of Miss Gard 
ner, who wrote No. 4 in the series of 
watermill booklets, ‘The Three Mills, 
Bromley by Bow,’ and during the summer 
of 1957 had tramped many miles in 
Shetland with her notebook and camera 
visiting the remains of mills still to be 
seen there Two of her photographs of

Shetland mills are reproduced in the 
booklet, together with a plan and section 
of a typical mill. 

The horizontal mill, Mr. 
plains, is essentially the simple tool of 
a primitive agricultural community, and 
is a natural development of the quern 
turned by water instead of by hand. He 
gives a clear description of the mechan- 
ism, which consists essentially of a ‘ tirl’ 
or wheel, almost entirely of wood, 
rotating in a horizontal plane on a 
vertical shaft of wood or iron. Above 
this are the millstones, and above these 
is a square hopper, like an inverted 
pyramid, from which the grain drops into 
the ‘eye’ of the upper stone. 

The mechanism is actuated by water 
that pours down a wooden trough, in- 
clined at an angle of from 20° to 40° 
to the horizontal, striking the blades of 
the wheel and so turning it and the upper 
stone. The whole machine is mounted 
in a small building of local stone or 
timber, the wheel being situated in the

Birmingham's Last Water Mill 


AN OUTLINE scheme to preserve Birming 
ham’s last remaining water mill as 
an educational centre for children has 
been put forward by Mr. J. A. Roberts, 
ARIBA, a Midlands architect. The 
Sarehole Mill, Hall Green, which is in an 
advanced state of dilapidation, is owned 
by Birmingham Corporation who have 
applied for permission to demolish it. Mr. 
Roberts has estimated that it would cost 
about £20,000 to restore the mill, and 
among his proposals is the installation of 
a buffet for visitors. 

The Birmingham Archaeological Society 
asked Mr. Roberts to submit a report and 
it is now probable that a campaign will 
be launched for the preservation of the 
building and its machinery.

Connectors for Timber 
(BS 1579:1960) 


TO TAKE ACCOUNT of the types and sizes 
of connectors now generally available in 
this country, this British Standard, price

previously revised in 1953. 

The principal changes in the specifica- 
tion are the reinstatement of the malle- 
able cast-iron shear-plate connectors, the 
elimination of corrugated toothed-ring 
connectors and a modification of the 
shape of the teeth in the round toothed- 
plate connectors.

Construction Work 


Increase of £12m. Since Second Quarter 


CONTRACTORS IN GREAT BRITAIN Carried out 
constructional work to the value of 
£548m. during the third quarter of 1960, 
according to provisional figures collected 
by the Ministry of Works. This was 
£41m. more than in the same period last 
year, and £12m. more than in the second 
quarter of this year. Allowing for 
seasonal adjustments, output in the third 
quarter rose by about 1 per cent com- 
pared with the second quarter, and was 
64 per cent higher than a year ago. 

The amount of work done on housing 
fell in comparison with last quarter but 
was higher than a year ago. The value 
of work done for public authorities (other

than housing), although higher than in 
the second quarter of the year, was 
lower than in 1959. The value of indus- 
trial building work continued to rise and 
was £18m. more than in the third quarter 
of last year. The value of repair work 
also continued to increase. 

In October 1.107.000 operatives were 
employed by the construction industries. 
Allowing for seasonal adjustments there 
was no change in the number of opera- 
tives working in October compared with 
the previous month. It is estimated that, 
with the exception of October, 1956, this 
is the highest figure for October in the 
post-war period.

Foremanship Training 
Lack of Support from Employers Alleged 


THE FIRST MEETING of the new session 
organised by the North Western Educa- 
tional Association for the Building 
Industry was held at St. Helen’s Technical 
College on October 15. There was a 
lively debate on ‘ Foremanship Studies 
in the Building Industry’ in which the 
three principal speakers were Mr. S. J. 
Dobson, MRSH, MICW, lecturer respon 
sible for supervisory courses at the Col- 
lege of Building, Liverpool; Mr. J 
Crothers, ARIBA and Mr. Frederick W. 
Davies, managing director of a small firm 
of building contractors near Oswestry. 
Mr. N. McKee, regional information 
officer, MoW, was in the chair. 

There was a tendency for the speakers 
to chronicle the pros and cons of the 
foremen with whom they had had pre- 
vious contact but it was not difficult to 
draw the necessary conclusions: fore- 
manship training needed a new impetus 
in the construction industries. Attention 
was given to the training of apprentices 
and even senior management was partici- 
pating, but the foreman was still scarcely 
catered for. Where courses were avail- 
able they were very badly supported 
because few employers regarded the train- 


ing as sufficiently important to release 
their key personnel during working hours. 

MR. DOBSON traced the history of train- 
ing for foremanship back to the days of 
the RENCO courses in World War I. He 
stressed the need for releasing super- 
visors in the firm’s time, if possible by 
block release, so that proper conditions 
could be enjoyed; the attendances at 
evening classes as required under present 
arrangements, were not conducive to 
good reception of the highly concen- 
trated material contained in the syllabus. 

MR. CROTHERS stressed the importance 
of the general foreman as the man who 
had to interpret the architect’s plans and 
the industry could not afford for him to 
be other than highly trained. He admitted 
that there were many times when the 
architect was at fault and how much 
architects relied on general foremen for 
the sensible application of their inten- 
tions. He could foresee the time when 
all general foremen would have to be 
qualified, not only by experience but by 
a recognised examination. 

MR. FRED DAVIES gave an account of 
the revolution within his firm since the 
BAS had been called in as consultants. 


Atmospheric Pollution in London 
Greater Degree of Radioactive Dust Observed 


DR. S. G. BURGESS, Scientific adviser to 
the London County Council, says in his 
annual report published on November 14 
that during the first five months of 1959 
the analysis at County Hall of air-borne 
dust showed an increasing admixture of 
air from Arctic regions—air which had 
been contaminated by large test explo- 
sions during the previous autumn. Radio- 
active dust from this source was 
deposited by rain and for several months 
in the spring and early summer the 
degree of contamination of was 
greater than had ever previously been 
observed. 

In the matter of air pollution by smoke 
and sulphur dioxide, Dr. Burgess reports 
that there was again a reduction of 7 per 
cent in the average concentration in the 
London air. Mild weather and the con- 
sequent reduction in the consumption of 
domestic fuel may be the reason for this.

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Threat to Antiquities of the Nile 


Effect of Aswan High Dam on Water Levels 


FROM OUR PARLIAMENTARY 
CORRESPONDENT 


EFFORTS to save and preserve some of 
the most precious of the architectural and 
sculptural treasures of the Pharaohs 
situated along the banks of the middle 
Nile were described in a Parliamentary 
debate on November 18 by DR. HORACE 
KING. He said that by the construction 
by Egypt of a high dam at Aswan, the 
middle Nile would become a vast lake 
300 miles long and up to 25 miles wide. 
In the next five years unless the world 
did something about it, all these treasures 
would be lost for ever, among them the 
Island of Philae, an island of temples and 
colonnades. 


Even greater and more wonderful was 
the temple of Rameses II, at Abu Simbel, 
carved out of a single rock over 3,000 
years ago and embellished by gigantic 
statues at the entrance, four collossi each 
67 ft. high. At the end of last year 
UNESCO launched an international cam- 
paign to save the monuments of Nubia. 
Preparatory measures had already been 
carried out. 

At Abu Simbel surveys had shown that 
it was possible by building an earth and 
rockfill dam, to keep intact the cliffs from 
which the massive temple had been hewn. 


That dam, plus a pumping station, could 
preserve the temple and its colossal 
guardians for ever. 

Philae was an island already submerged 
three quarters of the year by the seasonal 
variations in the height of the Nile and 
by an earlier dam at Aswan. However, 
they were told that it would be possible 
to create an artificial lake with regular 
water heights and to have a system of 
dykes to link the island to the right bank 
of the Nile and so to restore the treasures 
of Philae above water for all time. 

The proposals were costly. Perhaps 
4m. dollars would be sufficient for Philae 
and 40m. dollars for Abu Simbel. He 
urged the Government to play a leading 
and active part in UNESCO's appeal and 
make a grant from Britain. 

MR. KENNETH THOMPSON, Parliamentary 
Secretary, Ministry of Education, said he 
understood a project had been carried out 
as far as it was possible to carry it out 
in today’s circumstances, to examine the 
engineering problems of the Abu Simbel 
and the Island of Philae sites, and pro- 
posals had been put forward which if 
finally worked out in greater detail would 
result in their being preserved. Sir 
Alexander Gibb and Partners, a very 
famous British company, had played a 


Grants: for Historic Buildings 


Emphasis on Out-of-Town Properties 


THE MINISTRY OF WORKS has announced 
another 24 grants towards the preserva- 
tion of historic buildings—in England 19, 
in Wales 3 and in Scotland 2. These 
grants are authorised under the Ancient 
Monuments and Historic Buildings Act 
of 1953 which set up Historic Buildings 
Councils in the three countries to con- 
sider applications and to make recom- 
mendations to the Minister. 

In this quarter’s list the emphasis shifts 
once again to out-of-town properties. 
However, there is one London house 
dating from about 1630, a Livery Hall in 
Exeter and a theatre at Bury St. 
Edmunds which is of especial interest as 
it is the only Regency theatre in the 
country. 

In the north of England, of particular 
interest is the grant made towards the 
cost of general repairs for a small village 
which grew out of the remnants of 
Blanchland Abbey and was reconstructed 
about the middle of the 18th century as a 
‘model village of the moorlands.’ Other 
properties included in this list are a group 
of almshouses at Salisbury, a tithe barn 
in Hampshire. a moated manor house in 
Essex and, in Wales, a pigeon house that 
bridges the Camlais stream. 

Of the privately owned and occupied 
houses, Drum Castle in Aberdeenshire 
has the distinction of remaining in the 
possesson of a descendant of the same 
family to whom it was given in the year 
1323. In addition to those which are 
privately owned, there are some National 


Trust properties; others are owned cor- 
porately, by charities and one bv a mis- 
sionary society. 

Since their formation in 1953 the 
Councils have considered 3,402 applica- 
tions for aid, and the number of buildings 
for which grants have been accepted 
totals 753, the aggregate value being a 
little over £3m. A condition attaching 
to every grant is that the public shall be 
given reasonable opportunity to view the 
properties concerned.

The Preservation of 
Ancient Monuments 


Promoting Public Awareness 


SPEAKING at the annual general meeting 
of the National Trust in London on 
November 11 the Minister of Works, 
LORD JOHN HOPE, referred to the need for 
increasing public knowledge and appre- 
ciation of ancient monuments and his- 
toric buildings. ‘It is not simply a 
matter of publicity,’ said the Minister, ‘ it 
is the whole problem of making it easy 
and interesting for members of the pub- 
lic to look round the places we care for.’ 


A great number of ancient monuments 
were on National Trust land. continued 
Lord John Hope, and the Ministry of 
Works had made grants to assist in the 
repair and maintenance of a number of 
National Trust houses. Since the 
National Land Fund was set up, 45 
properties. including many acres of land 
and a number of fine houses. had been 
transferred to the National Trust. Their 
total value so far was £1.990.000. 


‘I think the Government and the 
National Trust are in broad agreement 
over the treatment of historic houses. 
Your practice coincides with the inten- 
tion of the Historic Buildings Act that 
historic houses should be kept in use and 
not become merely museums or empty 
shells. I am sure you would also agree 
that while for a house to come into the 
care of the National Trust is a superla- 
tively good second best, the best thing of 
all is for it to continue in the hands of 
sympathetic private owners who are able 
to bear the ordinary costs of upkeep, 
even if they need assistance to meet the 
cost of unforeseen repairs. It is in the 
same spirit that I occasionally use my 
powers to assist in the repair, or even the 
purchase, of historic chattels. 


‘The National Trust.’ concluded the 
Minister, ‘ is doing its best to ensure that 
there is adequate regular maintenance 
by arranging for architects to inspect all 
their buildings every three years. With 
houses like Hardwick, Knole, Montacute 
and Uppark in its care, the Trust has an 
incomparable collection of gems of Eng- 
lish domestic architecture.’

Plant and the Medium-sized Builder 


6.—Earth-moving Machinery 
BY DAVID W, LLEWELLYN 


A further article in this series relating to mechanical plant which might 
economically be used by a medium-sized building contractor discusses typical 
earth-moving machinery which such a builder might be expected to own. 


THE LAST DECADE the standard 
machine which the medium contractor 
might use for excavating purposes was 
the traditional excavator, which could be 
fitted with a variety of equipments either 
for trenching or reduction of levels. These 
machines are gradually being superseded 
for various reasons, and perhaps it would 
be best first to discuss trench or base- 
ment excavating machines and_ then 
machines for reduction of levels and earth 
transportation. 

By far the most efficient trenching 
machine in average soils is the continuous 
bucket trencher. These machines produce 
a first class output, but on the average 
building site they usually move too 
quickly for following trades to keep pace 
with them, and of course no machine can 
be operated economically if it is waiting 
for other trades to catch un. Second, the 
variety of discharge positions from the 
machine are limited, and it is therefore 
not easy always to have the excavated 
material placed where it is required, or 
to place it into a vehicle or a dumper for 
site or to a heap. 
of running the machine 
rises very hard ground is 
encountered because of the large number 
of teeth and buckets to be maintained. 

Trenchers are more commonly used for 
water main and lonz drain trenches where 
material is nearly always to be back-filled, 
and where site conditions are such that 
material from the trencher can be 
deposited beside the trench and does not 
have to be moved away. Also these 
operations can be organised to keep up 
with the trencher more easily when work 
ing on foundations and similar operations

As a result of these disadvantages the 
hydraulically operated trench excavator 
is gaining ground. With them it is pos- 
sible to take out a far bigger proportion 
of building foundations due to their 
ability to get into corners. They are also 
more manoeuvrable around

Reduction of Levels 


On the question of reduction of levels, 
if soil is to be moved any distance then 
a motor scraper, or tractor and scraper, 
would be used if the soil is to remain on 
the site or, if the ground is too hard, a 
face shovel and dump-trucks or dumpers. 
However, a medium sized contractor is 
unlikely to possess equipment of this 
type since most building is done in indus- 
trial areas; thus when work of this nature 
is encountered it is more usual to hire 
machines or sub-contract the work. 

As mentioned previously, a few years

For site strip 
ping this machine would have been fitted 
with a skimmer equipment However, 
it has been found that this is not always 
satisfactory because the skimmer is only 
capable of excavating soil and loading it 
into a vehicle or dumper for movement 
to another point. This means that even 
if the soil is required on the site only a 
few yards away it is necessary to employ 
another machine, a dumper, in 
conjunction with the excavator 

Furthermore, if site conditions are bad 
the carrying machine, which wil] usually 
be rubber-tyred, has difficulty in reaching 
the excav and it is 
to considerable expense on temporary 
roadways. Since the late 1940's tractor 
Shovels have been and these 
have the considerable advantage in that 
they can not only excavate material and 
deposit it on the site where it is required, 
but, when used for loading | the 
machine can travel to the lorry and so 
considerably cut down the of tem 
porary roadways. 

In the long run our medium sized con 
tractor will find it cheaper to own a 
tractor shovel with about 14 yd. capa- 
city, of one of the very well known 
makes, than to buy a small machine. 
Apart from the considerably increased 
productivity over smaller tractor shovels 
the more expensive 14 yd. machines are 
very robustly constructed and well 
designed and can often run five or six 
thousand hours, with perhaps only one 
track overhaul and one overhaul for 
slewing clutches and brakes. Generally 
speaking the lighter types of machine, 
which are considerably cheaper in initial 
cost, will not only have a slower output, 
but will not be quite so good on bad 
ground conditions and have a shorter life. 

Many contractors, however, prefer the

When 
machines were first introduced they were 
quite useless for excavation purposes, but 
with development they can now be quite 
efficient where the soil conditions not 
too However, where 
tions are bad they are no match for the 
tracked machines. To try to put this 
matter right some makers have been pro- 
ducing four-wheel drive machines. Most 
of these suffer from the severe disadvan- 
tage of being fitted with normal axle dif 
ferentials with the result that when the 
machine is used for hard digging below 
wheel level, the weight is transferred to 
the rear axle, and if one wheel only is in 
a soft spot it spins and there is very little 
tractive effort. As the weight has been 
transferred away from the front axle the 
front wheels will spin easily. 

Some of the larger and more expensive 
American machines have overcome this 
difficulty by the use of limited slip dif 
ferentials, but at current prices it is very 
difficult to see how their purchase is justi 
fied because output for output they are 
more expensive to maintain than a trac 
tor machine, and their only saving is on 
transport cost between sites. This sav 
ing is very limited if long distances are to 
be travelled, and if a machine is reauired 
to be transported extensively it might be 
found more economical to buy one of the 
excellent trailers available which enable 
tractor machines to be moved from site 
to site with an ordinary lorry.

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One _ interesting four-wheel drive 
machine which carries a loading shovel 
has been constructed by arranging the 
fitting of solid drive to both rear wheels 
—through the medium of slewing brakes 
and clutches such as would be found on 
a tractor machine. The front wheels of 
this machine are then chain driven from 
the rear wheels. The traction with this 
machine is exceptionally good for a low 
powered tool, and it will completely out- 
perform any similar sized shovel in bad 
ground conditions. The machine is a 
little slower operating than a normal 
shovel, and due to the method of steering 
it is not suitable for use on paved ground 
because excessive tyre scrub takes place. 

It would seem that there is consider- 
able scope for development in the sphere 
of four-wheel drive machines, which can 
be made to drive solid on all four wheels. 


Most medium sized contractors will watch 
development work in this direction most 
carefully. 


Shovel Design 


When examining any shovel for exca- 
vating or loading, whether mounted on 
tracks or on rubber wheels, it is parti- 
cularly important to examine the distance 
from the front of the machine to the 
bottom lip of the bucket when the bucket 
is in the discharge position. This is to 
ensure that adequate reach into lorries 
is obtained. It is also necessary to see 
that at full height the shovel tips far 
enough forward to ensure that sticky 
materials will not remain in the bucket. 

Another matter which should be 
examined is the tip back angle of the 
bucket at ground level. If the bucket

A Question of Costs 


Litigation Against Three Defendants 
FROM A LEGAL CORRESPONDENT 


AN INTERESTING DECISION for builders and 
contractors was reached in the case of 
Mayer v Harte where the owner of a 
house had brought an action against 
three defendants and had only been 
successful against the third. As the 
third defendant was an _ undischarged 
bankrupt, it was important for the court 
to decide whether the costs of the pro- 
ceedings recoverable by the first and 
second defendants, against whom the 
action had not succeeded, should be 
recovered direct from the _ third 
defendant or should fall initially on the 
plaintiff in the proceedings who would 
then have the right to recover from the 
third defendant. The case is important 
because in view of the insolvency, rights 
against the third party are relatively 
worthless and the question to be decided 
is whether the plaintiff or the first and 
second defendants should bear the loss. 

The facts of the case were briefly these. 
The plaintiff and the first defendant were 
next-door neighbours whose houses had 
adjoining roofs covered with asphalt and 
containing dormer windows. Although 
the plaintiff's roof had been renewed, the 
first defendant’s had not and he employed 
the second defendant, a builder, to 
re-cover his part of the roof and dormer 
with zinc rather than asphalt. 


The Third Defendant 


The plumber, the third defendant, was 
employed by the builder to join up the 
zinc with the asphalt by turning back the 
asphalt and tucking the zinc underneath. 
In doing so he pulled the asphalt cover- 
ing back and caused an unsatisfactory 
join which resulted in a leak on the plain- 
tiff’s side with water coming into the 
room below. The plaintiff had the roof 
repaired by his builder at a cost of 
£17 10s. and initially claimed a further 
£15 for consequential damage which he 
subsequently reduced to £3. As the 
second defendant who was late in 
delivering his defence paid into court £15 
with a denial of liability there was, in 
fact, merely £5 10s. between the two 
parties when the issue was joined. 


It was accepted from a case of Bullock 
v London General Omnibus Co., 1907, 
that the judge could make what is 
called a Bullock order—that the plaintiff 
should pay the costs of the successful 
defendant but could add this to the costs 
recoverable from the unsuccessful defen- 
dant. On this there was a variation of 
order, referred to as the Sanderson order, 
arising from the case of Sanderson v 
Blyth Theatre Co., 1903, where one 
defendant was charged directly with the 
costs of another defendant. 


A Difference of Opinion 


In the Court of Appeal there was a 
difference of opinion. Lord Justice Har- 
man took the view that the successful 
defendants should recover directly from 
the unsuccessful defendants and referred 
to Sir George Jessel. MR'‘s, view in 
Rudow v Great Britain Mutual Life 
Assurance Co., that ‘ The proper form of 
order now is to order the defendant who 
is liable to them as between himself and 
his co-defendant to pay them to the co- 
defendant. The majority of the court, 
comprising Lord Justice Willmer and 
Lord Justice Sellers, took the view that 
there was a discretion in the county court 
judgment as to which order he made, and 
would not disturb his decision because 
there was no evidence that he had failed 
to act judicially. The second defendant 
had. in fact. known of the plumber’s 
insolvency but the plaintiff had not. If 
the trial judge had not considered the 
case properly, and the Court of Appeal 
had to decide the issue anew, the 
majority of the judges took the view that 
they would leave the plaintiff to recover 
all the costs of the case from the third 
party. 

Although it was the first and second 
defendants who had brought the third 
defendant on the scene, there were more 
cogent reasons for putting any loss on 
the plaintiff. The plaintiff had proceeded 
with an action for a mere £5 10s. and had 
every opportunity of investigating the 
position of the third defendant but had 
not done so. He had, in fact, waited a 
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sufficient tip back angle for the material 
to remain in the bucket when it is 
bumped about, the centre of gravity of 
the machine is raised and its ability to 
travel on bad cross slopes reduced. 

Tipping back the bucket at ground level 
also enables one to excavate in rock or 
other materials which provide difficult 
conditions because the prise-out force 
when tilting the bucket back is usually 
considerably greater than when trying to 
lift the complete bucket on the main 
rams. The amount of prise-out force is 
a further matter which should be 
examined when comparing shovels. Pros- 
pective purchasers will also be well 
advised to study the balance of al! shovels 
because many machines have the centre 
of gravity much too far forward for 
efficient travelling when loaded.

The case is important as showing the 
difficulties that might and can arise in 
legal cases where some defendants are 
liable in damages and others are not. 
These cases involving a division of duties 
are perhaps those where builders and 
contractors from the likelihood of 
employing sub-contractors may well be 
involved. 


Dearer Insurance for 
Trucks 


Increases of 10 to 274 Per Cent 
BY A TRANSPORT CORRESPONDENT 


ALL CLASSES of commercial motor vehicles 
will be affected by the increase in insur- 
ance premiums announced by the 
Accident Offices Association, which will 
be imposed on policies taken out or re- 
newed on and from January | next. 

There will be no standard rise in rates, 
but increases will vary from 10 to 274 per 
cent, according to class of licence, pay- 
load capacity, area, policy cover and 
claims experience. In the case of ‘C’- 
licensed transport, which includes the 
majority of load-carrying vehicles used by 
the building trades. increases are expected 
to be limited in general to 15 per cent. 
Higher rates will apply mainly to vehicles 
operated by general and limited carriers 
under ‘A’ and ‘B’ licences. The effect 
of an increase will be notified to each 
policy holder when the annual renewal 
note is issued. 

A serious rise in third-party and damage 
claims by goods vehicle operators is said 
to have made the increase necessary. 
When the revised premiums become pay- 
able, the limit of indemnity for third- 
party damage in one accident will be 
raised from £10,000 to £50,000.

Protection of Roof after Demolition 
Behind a Double-Glazed 


QUESTION.—My house is one of a semi 
detached pair built about 100 years ago 
My neighbour has recently demolished 
his part of the building, cutting the 
purlins approximately 18 in. from the 
party wall on his side. Since the purlins 
have been spliced close to the party wall 
I have been advised to secure these with 
steel plates. The building is 40 ft. high 
and there appears to be serious danger 
from inclement weather conditions especi- 
ally high wind pressures. What action 
should I take to strengthen the roof and 
protect it against the weather ?

ANSWER.—It is surprising that conden 
sation should occur with a double glazed 
door and hollow glass block wing lights.

Property Damaged by Tree Roots : 
Neighbour's Liability 


QUESTION.—I will be obliged if you can 
help me with regard to the legal position 
on the following problem. I have within 
the last four months purchased a pro- 
perty, and at the time of purchase it was 
noticed that there were fractures in walls, 
dry rot in the floor and roof members 
damaged. Upon moving in, repairs were 
commenced, and during the course of the 
excavation for drain runs it was noticed 
that the area was badly infested with tree 
roots up to 3in in diameter, which were 
traced back to my neighbour’s plot, upon 
which are two large elm trees about 36in 
in diameter 20ft or so from the boundary 
fence. 

Upon further excavation it was found 
that the roots have penetrated the foun 
dations of the building, and have choked 
and badly fractured drain runs and burst 
the sides of a man-hole. The roots have 
spread under most parts of the soil to the 
house and have travelled surface 
and formed shoots and which 
have blocked under-floor ventilators and 
entwined themselves around joists.

It is only now apparent from this 
exploratory work that the visible defects 
at the time of purchase and the more sub 
stantial defects not then visible, are 
wholly attributable to root damage. 

I have approached my neighbour on the 
whole question, and while he admits that 
at the moment the roots and over-hanging 
branches are from his he denies 
that he is in any way liable for the 
damage. He says that the damage was 
caused before I purchased the property, 
and I should have been aware of such. 
He agrees, however, that he is obliged 
to stop the continual nuisance, and has 
promised to attend to the trees in 
question. 

As the cost of re-instating the damage 
is about £400, would you be good enough 
to advise me whether his argument is cor- 
rect or not? Should I place the matter 
before solicitors in order to make a claim 
for the damage and nuisance?

ANSWER.—-A Legal Correspondent writes: 
In my opinion, the purchaser of this 
property is entitled to damages for the 
damage which had occurred at the time 
he bought it. His neighbour’s contention 
that he should have known of the defects 
is, I think, open to question at least in 
relation to the damage to the foundations. 
In any event, I am of opinion that it is 
irrelevant whether the purchaser knew of 
the damage or not. The damage in ques 
tion is not personal but affects the 
property, and the right to damages is part 
of the property which the purchaser has 
bought. There is little direct authority 
on this point in relation the of 
nuisance but there is an old of 
Westbourne v. Mordent in which a field 
had been flooded as a result of the defen 
dant’s wrongful interference with a 
stream. The plaintiff was held to be

European Timber Market 
Modest Improvement in Market Situation Predicted 


THE PRESENT SITUATION in the timber 
market indicates that forest products con- 
sumption wili remain hign during the last 
quarter of l¥VU, and gencral prospects for 
1961 suggest that there will be a modest 
improvement in the market situation. 
These are some of the conciusions to be 
found in the latest * Timber Bulletin for 
Europe’ published by the Secretariat of 
the United Nations Economic Commis- 
sion for Europe, HM Stationery Office, 
price 735. 

Consumption of sawn softwood, reflect- 
ing the continuing high rate of industrial 
and residential building as well as the 
further growth of export packing require- 
ments, has increased substantially, states 
the Bulletin. during the spring and 
summer, indicating that the full year’s 
figures should be of a magnitude surpass- 
ing the consumption total in both 1958 
and 1959. At the end of June. sawn soft- 
wood consumption in the UK was run- 
ning 12 per cent above the level recorded 
in the same month last year, and while 
sone diminution is expected over the 
second half of the year, consumption for 
the whole of 1960 seems likely to exceed 
1.65m. standards, and to establish a post- 
war record. 

While demand for most categories of 
forest products is expected to exhibit 
buoyancy over the months ahead, fore- 
casts of requirements in 1961 should not 
be based on the level of apparent con- 
sumption during 1960, unless due allow- 
ance is made for the fact that replenish- 
ment of distributors’ and consumers’ 
stocks this year has provided an unusu- 
ally large percentage of orders. 

Certain signs of tension, notably the 
lack of manpower and the growing 
demand of consumers, resulted in govern- 
ments of numerous western European 
countries adopting restrictive measures to 
avoid inflationary tendencies. These 
measures, in particular the control of 
building activity, have not, at the 
moment, had much effect on the timber 
market; they might however eventually 


influence the consumption of sawn wood 
and other timber products. 

Economic indicators provide reason- 
able assurance that consumption of forest 
nroducts will be maintained at a high 
level over the remaining months of 1960,

and a modest improvement in the market 
situation as a whole is widely predicted 
for 1961. After some years of alternating 
high- and low-volume trade. there are 
now grounds for the belief that the range 
of fluctuation is being narrowed and that 
consumption, reflecting enlarged indus- 
trial capacity and higher living standards, 
is being established at the level of the 
better years of the nineteen-fifties.

Building Societies’ Interest Rates 


FOLLOWING the reduction in Bank rate 
from 54 to 5 per cent on December 8, the 
Building Societies’ Association issued the 
following statement: ‘ Because the rate 
of mortgage interest is largely governed 
by the rate paid to investors in building 
societies, a decrease to borrowers depends 
upon an appropriate reduction of the in- 
vestment rate. This in turn must be 
related to the level of interest rates be- 
ing offered by other bodies which com- 
pete with building societies for the 
savings and investments of the public. 
Whilst the demand ffor mortgages 
remains so high, societies must, in order 
to attract and retain sufficient funds, con 
tinue to pay investing members 34 per 
cent (with income tax borne by the 
society). The latest reduction in the 
Bank rate cannot by itself be regarded 
as a factor likely to allow an early change 
in building society rates.’

ARGENTINA.—The Capital Investments 
Board of the Argentine Ministry of 
Economy is considering a capital invest- 
ment project from Britain of £5,800,000 
in machinery and equipment for the 
installation of a factory for the produc- 
tion of polythene.

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Sir John Vanbrugh—the inspired amateur 


The career of Vanbrugh was as sensational and as unorthodox 
as that of Inigo Jones or of Wren. He was one of the nineteen 
children of a rich Flemish sugar-baker who had fled from Ghent 
to England as a Protestant refugee from religious persecution 
John first appears in history in 1686, when he was commissioned 
1 an infantry regiment. At his father's death, three years later 
he inherited a fortune which enabled him to abandon his tedious 
Army of Occupation” in Germany, and to settle 
in London to the full. Arrested as a spy in 
Calais, however, in 1690, he was imprisoned successively at 
Calais, Vincennes, and the Bastille; but relieved his feelings by 
writing a play. Some critics consider that the grim arc hitecture 
of Vincennes and the Bastille is reflected in certain of his own 
buildings later. Released in 1692, he returned to soldiering until 
1702. Again, he varied the monotony of military life by writing 
plays, the nature of which may be inferred from their titles— 
The Relapse, or Virtue in Danger 1696, and The Provok'd Wife, 
1697. The risqué nature of these comedies naturally made him 
very popular, and secured his admission to the famous and 
aristocratic Kit-Cat Club. Here he met the young Ear! of Carlisle, 
who commissioned him completely, without architectural training, 
to design a vast mansion at Castie Howard in Yorkshire As 
Swift wrote “Van's genius, without thought or lecture 
“Is hugely turned to architecture” 
Huge the architecture certair ‘Van" may have toyed

g improper plays; but at any rate the end-product was the 
type of architecture we now call “Baroque”. This tendency is 
still more apparent in the grandiose palace of Blenheim, which he 
designed a few years later for John Churchill, Duke of 
Mariborough, another member of the Kit-Cat Club. At Castle 
Howard, it is alleged that one can look through all the keyholes 
of the long succession of enormous state-apartments of the 
central block which extends through some 300 feet of the total 
frontage of 600 feet; but the wretched servants were stowed away 

basement and attics, while the kitchens were isolated in a 
wing. At Blenheim, built at the national cost as a thank- 
offering to a national hero, pomp is appropriate; but the human 
aspect of the project centres in the long, bitter, and most amusing 
correspondence exchanged, over a span of twenty years, between 
Sarah Churchill (Mariborough's wife) and Vanbrugh. It was 
spiced with tireless malice on her side, with resentment and wit 
on his. Vanbrugh’s huge practice included many other great 
mansions; also the Orangery at Kensington Palace and the 
King William Block at Greenwich Hospital. When he died, a 
wit suggested this epitaph for him:—
